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IN THE WIND 


Scott Plessinger (KTM) successfully 
retained his number-one plate in the 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Series by out-dueling former champ 
Scott Summers (Hon) at the final event 
of the year in Crawfordsville, Indiana, 
October 29. The series title came down 
to the wire, as Plessinger and Summers 
fought a winner-take-all battle. When it 
was over, Plessinger crossed the finish 
line with approximately a minute to 
spare over runner-up Summers. Finish- 
ing third was Duane Conner (Yam). 
Rounding out the top five were Tom 
Norton (Yam) and Doug Blackwell 
(Yam). 


Heath Voss (Hon) was the top Pro-class 
finisher at the inagural NMA Branson 
USA Amateur National, held October 
27-29 in Branson Missourri. Voss swept 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes. Justin 
Buckelew (Yam) decimated the mini- 
bike classes, winning the 12- to 13-year- 
old Stock and Modified classes, as well 
as the Supermini class. Nearly 700 
entrants from 26 states showed up for 
the inagural event. 


Toby Jorgenson topped Rod Spencer 
and Paul Iwanaga in the A class at the 
Annual 100cc National, held October 29 
at the famous Lodi Cycle Bowl in Lodi, 
California. Frank Nye topped Iwanaga 
and Dominic Demario in the Adult A 
class. 


According to sources in Europe, Italian 
Doriano Romboni has signed a contract 
to race Aprilia’s 400cc V-twin in the 
1996 500cc World Championship. 
Reports indicate that the contract is for 
two years, with Romboni taking over 
Max Biaggi’s 250cc Aprilia if the two- 
time World Champion moves to the 
500ce class in 1997. Italian Loris Reg- 
giani rode the 400cc Aprilia in this 
year’s 500cc World Championship 
while Romboni rode in the 250cc class 
for Team Honda Agostini. 


It’s official. Two-time 125cc National 
MX Champion Doug Henry has come 
to an agreement with Team Yamaha. 
The former Team Honda rider will cam- 
paign the U.S. Supercross Series (250cc) 
as well as the 250cc outdoor National 
Motocross Series. His tuner, Pete Stein- 
brecher, will also jump ship and contin- 
ue to turn wrenches on Henry’s Yama- 
ha YZ250. 


„ And what about Damon Bradshaw? 


Despite the fact Bradshaw attended a 
Yamaha-organized press event in River- 





side, California, to announce the com- 
pany’s official motocross, road race and 
off-road race teams for the 1996 season, 
the long-time Yamaha factory-backed 
rider has yet to sign on the dotted line. 
Rumor has it that Bradshaw is also 
negotiating with Team Honda. But, 
according to Team Yamaha's race team 
manager, Keith McCarty, “I’m confi- 
dent Damon will sign with us. We’ve 
given him a proposal and the last time 
we spoke, things sounded pretty good.” 
As for Bradshaw speaking with Honda, 
McCarty said: “I really don’t know any- 


_ thing about that, but I wouldn’t be sur- 


prised if Dave Stephenson (Bradshaw’s 
manager) has talked to them. After all, 
that is his job, and I wouldn’t be offend- 
ed if he had.” 


And speaking of Damon Bradshaw, the 
North Carolinian will be out of action 
for a couple weeks. Bradshaw showed 
up at Carlsbad Raceway to compete in a 
Racing Enterprises Saturday MX race 
on October 28, and suffered a dislocat- 
ed right shoulder in a second-moto 
crash. According to Keith McCarty, 
Bradshaw is expected to recover in time 
for the Osaka and Tokyo Supercrosses 
in November. 


In the off-road department, Yamaha 
will again support former Grand 
National Cross Country Champion 


-Fred Andrews, as well as Tom Norton. 


Yamaha is expected to sign one more 
off-road rider to its contingent but, as of 
yet, they are undecided as to who that 
rider will be. Andrews Racing will basi- 
cally run Yamaha’s off-road program. 


Team Noleen/Sizzler/Xtreme will field 
two, instead of three, riders for 1996. 
The team will again be made up of 
Larry Ward and Kyle Lewis. Last year’s 
third member Larry Brooks will com- 
pete on his newly formed Chaparral 
Cycle Supply Racing Team (Brooks, 
Pedro Gonzalez and Greg Schnell) 
based out of San Bernardino, California. 
Clark Jones, the founder of the Yamaha- 
backed Noleen’s racing team, said: “It 
will be a little easier keeping track of 
two riders, and it will also cut down on 
expenses. But I’m glad Larry (Ward) 
and Kyle are back, and I'm happy for 
Brooks - now he'll know what it's like 
running a team. It’s not easy.” 


The memory of five-time National Hare 
& Hound Champion Danny Hamel will 
race on into the 1996 National H&H 
Series, thanks to a donation by the 


Danny Hamel Foundation. The founda-

Three successive National titles, five successive Invi- 
tational wins - and more importantly, two victories 
in the month of October - mark a dominant perfor- 
mance regardless of genre.

Injury forces Merkel 


into retirement 





two-time World Champion Fred Merkel 
(right) will retire from motorcycle racing, due 
to the injuries he incurred in the final round of the 
AMA 750cc Supersport National Championship

A merican Suzuki announced on October 24 that 


September 23. 


Merkel crashed on the third lap of the 22-lap 
750cc Supersport final at Firebird, striking a concrete 
wall on the exit of a fast right-hand corner. The Cali- 
fornian was airlifted to a hospital with broken ribs, a 
collapsed lung and a bruised heart. It later became 
known that Merkel had also incurred damage to his 
left arm as a result of the crash, and it is the arm 
injury that has forced him into retirement. 

“I'm sorry that it turned out to be a race track 





that ended my career,” Merkel said in a statement 

issued by Suzuki. “I would have preferred to have had the option to leave when I was 
ready to go instead of having the decision made for me. But I thank God that I was for- 
tunate enough to'be able to walk away from the crash. I am happy to have been able to 
finish my career on a Suzuki, and I will always remain a proud member of the Suzuki 


family.” 


Merkel won three straight AMA Superbike National Championships on factory 
Hondas in 1984, 1985 and 1986 and 19 AMA Superbike Nationals before heading to the 
World Superbike Championship. He found similar success in international racing, win- 
ning the inaugural World Superbike Championship in 1988 and following it up with a 


second title in 1989.

Hamel who was killed in a racing acci- 
dent at the start of the Baja 500, was 
designed to benefit up-and-coming rac- 
ers. And benefit one it did, with the pre- 


sentation of a brand-new Kawasaki 


KX500 just before the banner dropped 
for the final round of the series in 
Lucerne Valley, California, October 22. 
The KX500 - a replica of Hamel’s own 
race bike - was presented to Tommy 
Roberts, a teen-aged racer who is start- 
ing to make a name for himself in the 
Southern California desert. Special 
thanks go to Hamel’s sponsors and 
friends whose generosity helped to 
make the donation possible, including 
Kawasaki Team Green, Pro Circuit, 
IMS, Answer ProTaper, Acerbis, Scotts 
ZPerformance Products, Lanny Jay, 
Dave Pyle, Firehose Dave, and Danny’s 
father, Roger Hamel. 


On October 25 a federal jury in Santa 
Ana, California, convicted former 
supercross promotor Michael F. Good- 
win and his ex-wife Diane Seidel Good- 
win on charges that they lied to get 
bank loans to finance their business and 
to buy a yacht. Jurors deliberated for 
two and a half days before reaching 
guilty verdicts on 13 of 15 counts in U.S. 
District Court. Goodwin, 50, and Diane 
Seidel Goodwin will each face up to 29 
years in prison when they are sentenced 
on February 26. Federal prosecutors 
said that from 1986 to 1988, Goodwin 
and Seidel filed loan applications with 
three banks but failed to disclose a 
$500,000 debt as required by law. Two 
loans were for operating expenses for 
their business and one was for $200,000 
to help pay for the yacht. 


Triumph Motorcycles America Ltd. has 
announced that it will revive the 
TransAtlantic Challenge Series - via a 
Team Triumph USA vs. Team Tri- 
umph Great Britain road race series. 
The match races will pit the two 12-man 
teams on identical Triumph 900cc 
Speed Triples. The three sprint races 
will be held at Donington Park in Eng- 
land on Monday, May 27, and Triumph 
America is planning to organize a sec- 
ond event to be held in the U.S. during 





the summer of 1996. In addition, Tri- 
umph is sending three riders to repre- 
sent America in the Mobil 1 Speed 
Triple Challenge which will be held in 
conjunction with the British Grand Prix 
on July 20-21, 1996. 


According to a press release from For- 
mula USA, a list of eligible equipment 
for the 1996 Formula USA Series is now 
being developed. The eligible equip- 
ment list will include motorcycles, 
suspsension components and carbure- 
tors. The underlying intent, according 
to F-USA, is to allow only equipment 
that is readily available and affordable. 
“Formula USA has the closest racing of 
any major road racing series in Ameri- 
ca,” said Doug Gonda, president of F- 
USA Ltd. “We need to keep the racing 
close for the fans. It is a concern with 
the series going to tracks like Daytona, 
Road America and Pocono, along with 
a large infusion of money in the series, 
that spending by our teams will esca- 
late. An eligible equipment list will 
help keep close competition that For- 
mula USA fans have come to expect.” 
F-USA has already announced that 
they will no longer allow two-strokes 
to compete in the series, thus eliminat- 
ing the Yamaha TZ250 which Rich 
Oliver raced to second in the champi- 
onship in 1996. 


The Grattan round of the Sunoco Race 
Fuels F-USA Series will be aired on 
November 2 while the Portland round 
will be aired on November 16, accord- 
ing to F-USA. The two races will be 
shown on Prime Sports. Check your 
local listings for air times. 


The second round of the ICE World 
Cup Speedway Series will be held in the 
Arco Arena in Sacramento, California, 
on November 11. John Grant and Char- 
lie Venegas are tied for the lead in the 
championship after the first round of 
the series in San Diego, California.

Perhaps a rider 
safety congress ought to meet and a 
working association formed out of that 
meeting that works hand in hand with 
the AMA in track selection and modifi- 
cation issues. The association should 
have real authority, not just advisory 
capacity. Are the racers, teams and 
manufacturers interested enough in 
everyone’s safety to do this? The same 
issues have arisen in supercross and 
Grand National racing. When is anyone 
who has a say in these matters going to 
step up to the plate and do something 
about this? 

How many more racers like Fred 
Merkel will pay the price in the mean- 
time? I wish him a speedy recovery and 
pray for the peace of mind of his family.

Why not Miguel? 


Having followed the AMA Superbike 
Championship closely, and having 
attended five races, it's obvious that 
Miguel DuHamel was the cream of the 
crop this year. His dominance was an 
impressive achievement. Which leaves 
me with a puzzling guestion which 
hopefully you can answer. Why so 
much interest from foreign teams 
(World Superbike and Grand Prix) in 
Mike Hale and seemingly much less in 
DuHamel? 

After all, if anyone in the AMA 
Series has proven himself ready for the 
next level, it's DuHamel. For some rea- 
son, however, Hale’s services seem 
much more coveted overseas. Is it his 
age? I know DuHamel is older, but not 
that much older. Besides, DuHamel has 
previous overseas experience whereas 
Hale, aside from Suzuka, doesn’t have 
that experience. 

If I'm the team manager for Promo- 
tor Ducati and I want someone to come 
on to my team and make an immediate 
impact in World Superbike, I would 
definitely choose DuHamel over Hale at 
this point in time. This is nothing 
against Hale, whom everyone agrees is 
a future champion. But competing 
throughout the season on identical 
equipment, DuHamel has proven him- 
self to be the better rider. 

If the plan were to keep Hale on the 
Promotor team for the next five years, I 
could understand that. In five years, 
DuHamel will be close to retirement 
age wheras Hale will be in his racing 
prime.

s expected, the homeboys 
dominated the last round of 
this year’s World Superbike 
Championship. Anthony 
Gobert was out to repeat his 
performance of a year ago, 
when he took his factory Kawasaki to 
victory (only days after having signed a 
contract with Rob Muzzy). For Troy 
Corser, the stakes were much higher. 
With Aaron Slight breathing down his 
neck in the point standings, he simply 
had to get as many points as possible in 
Phillip Island. 

Winning seemed to be the only 
option for these guys. 

In the first race it was Corser who 
grabbed the victory and the 25 points 
that went with it. But it was Gobert who 
had been leading, only to retire with tire 
problems. In the second race, Gobert 
took his revenge - only hours after offi- 
cially announcing that he will be back 
on the green Kawasakis again for 1996. 


RACE ONE 


World Champion Carl Fogarty got 
the holeshot to lead the field in the first 
race at the scenic Phillip Island, but his 
tenure out front was short-lived. After 
only three corners, Gobert got by and 
started to show him the way around the 
island. Behind him, the series protago- 
nists took their positions in a race that 
promised to be hard on tires.

Fogarty was quickly losing ground, 
with Slight getting past him under brak- 
ing before the hairpin; one lap later, 
Corser also shot by the Brit, with his 
pass coming on the front straightaway. 

After five laps, Gobert was still lead- 
ing from Slight, Corser, Fogarty and 
Honda-mounted Simon Crafar. Aus- 
tralian Mat Mladin was a distant sixth 
with John Reynolds dropping back to

‘seventh and Pier-Francesco Chili strug- 


gling on his Ducati to get back to eighth. 

Ducati-mounted Freddie Spencer 
was making up for his poor perfor- 
mance in Indonesia and was battling it 
out with Fabrizio Pirovano for 10th 
place. This duel was cut short on the 
seventh lap when the throttle on 
Pirovano's Ducati stuck wide open. 

“I managed to stay on the track using 








the throttle,” the diminutive Italian said. 
“But to be quite honest, I was very 
pleased to get the bike stopped a few 
kilometers further without any personal 
damage.” 

By this time, Promotor Ducati’s Mike 
Hale had also stumbled upon some bad 
luck. 

“I hit a false neutral a few times, 
which was pretty scary,” said the Texan, 
who had lost most of the second timed 
session the day before due to a gearbox 
problem. 

“At one stage, I got off the track and 
it took forever to turn around.” 

Hale resumed the battle in around 
the 25th place. 

In front, things were starting to heat 
up: Slight was anxious to get some rid- 
ers between himself and Corser, and 
was in a battle with Gobert up front - 
the pair exchanging the lead. 

At the halfway stage, Gobert was 
back in front, and a small gap was form- 
ing behind the leading group - a pack 
consisting of Gobert, Slight, Crafar, 
Corser and Fogarty. Mladin started 
struggling with his rear tire, and had to 
let go of Reynolds in their battle for

sixth. Spencer was sitting pretty com- 
fortably in 10th position, with Hale 
storming back to the point-scoring posi- 
tions. 

The race now seemed to settle in 
before the final attacks were expected to 
be launched. But suddenly Gobert start- 
ed to slow down, only to pull off one lap 
later. 

“The rear tire overheated,” he 





explained later. “It wasn’t a bad tire 
choice; it was about the best compound 
I could get. But I'd hoped to get away in 
the beginning of the race. It didn’t all 
quite work out as I’d planned, and 
when I exited the last corner before the 
start of the last lap but five, I knew that 


was going to be my last lap. The rear tire; 


was just dead.” 2 
That put Corser and Slight in the 
positions they'd dreamed about prior to 
the start. With Fogarty dropping back a 
bit in the final laps and Crafar just hold- 
ing on behind the two rivals, it was clear 
that the battle for second place in the 
championship would take a decisive 
turn. Corser started the last lap in front, 
but he wouldn’t have it all his way. 
Outbraked by Slight before the hair- 
pin, the Australian would claw back in 
the following corner when the rear end 


of the Honda got sideways under accel- , 


eration. Corser got in front again and he 
wouldn't be headed. Crafar took third, 
followed by Fogarty, Reynolds, Chili 
and Spencer. Local boy Kirk McCarthy 
finished eighth - the best of those who 
compete in the Australian Champi- 
onship - with Hale coming home 14th. 

“My start wasn’t too good,” Corser 
said. “” Fortunately, I wasn’t too far 
behind. The first couple of laps I sat 
behind Anthony (Gobert) and Carl (Fog- 
arty), waiting to see where I could get 
past them. As soon as I got the impres- 
sion that they were holding me up, I 
made my move and got in front. Unfor- 
tunately, I couldn’t pull away, so I knew 
that the race would be decided only in 
the last two or three laps. I wasn’t sur- 
prised to see Aaron get past me on the 
brakes, but I was quite fortunate to get 
by again a corner later.” 

Slight, who saw Corser’s lead extend- 
ed to 13 points in their battle for second, 
said: “Anthony held us up a little, but 
he burnt his tires in the process. I 
thought I had it good on the last lap, but 
I went sideways in the Siberia corner, 
and that allowed Troy to get underneath 
and past me.” 

Crafar was very happy with third. 
“What a race,” he said. “All the leading 
men were on the same tires and had also 
about the same speed on the straights. 
Right from the start I knew it was going 
to be very difficult for anyone to get 
away. I was happy to hold on until the 
very end; I couldn’t go any faster. I 
lacked some power accelerating from 
the corners.” 

Fogarty got home third after a pretty 
difficult race. “I was working overtime 
keeping the bike upright,” he explained. 
“The thing was moving around quite a 
lot. Apart from suspension and tire 
problems, we discovered too late this 
weekend that the new gearbox that 
we've been using this year doesn’t work 

-too well on this track. For the second 
race we'll change the gear ratios, the 
tires and the suspension settings.” 

Freddie Spencer was seventh. “I had 
a bad start because it’s somewhat differ- 
ent than at home,” he said. “I sat there 
on the grid and mistimed the start. Any- 
way, I’m pretty happy because it’s defi- 
nitely a better race than I had in Indone- 
sia. I just wished that I had got Chili at 
the end.” 


RACE TWO 


For the second race, things would go 
exactly as planned for Gobert. He got 
away first as the lights turned to green, 
and he was determined to stay there 
until the bitter end. 

It wasn’t long before Spencer parked 
his factory Ducati against the pit wall: 
“My helmet didn’t close properly and I 
lost my (contact) lens,” the disappointed 
former World Champion said. 








As in the first race, a handful of rid- 
ers had their minds set on winning this 
final event of the year. As the field start- 
ed to stretch a bit after some seven laps, 
a leading group of six was formed. Gob- 
ert looked secure at the front, even 


though his lead was never more than a (Right) Gobert 
few bike lengths, with Fogarty, Corser, ended up 
Reynolds, Slight and Crafar within strik- winning the 
ing distance. At one point, Fogarty even second leg 


took his turn at the front.

i ven before the World Superbike riders set foot on Aus- 
ÈE tralian soil for the last confrontation of the season, it was 
clear that the weekend would be dominated by the local 
heroes. First of all, Anthony Gobert was expected to show what 
he had learned in his first year abroad after he had made such 
an impressive debut on a works Kawasaki 12 months earlier at 
this same venue. On top of that, Troy Corser and Aaron Slight 
still had their own private fight for second place in the World 
Championship to settle, and finally - unlike in Indonesia - some 
local heroes were expected to mix it up with the big boys in 
front of their home crowd - most notably Mat Mladin (on his 
own bike again), Honda-rider Kirk McCarthy and Ducatista 
Shawn Giles. 
Some of these riders started the World Superbike weekend 
with a slight advantage, having done some testing one week 


before on the same circuit. Slight, Simon Crafar, Gobert, Jochen | 


Schmid and some of the locals were expected to have their 
bikes dialed in correctly right from the get-go. It showed most 
clearly with Gobert. After Slight had ended the first free prac- 
tice on top of the leaderboard, the “Go Show” got underway 
with a best time during the first and second timed sessions. 

Only in the final session did Gobert have his work cut out 
for him, with Corser putting up some resistance to make the 
battle interesting enough right to the end. 

But Corser couldn’t prevent Gobert from taking his first pole 
position of the season. 

“I tried to be patient,” Gobert explained. “I had to get a clear 
lap to take pole position. Everybody finally got out of my way 
in the last couple of minutes, and I was able to clock a 1.35.583. 
With less riders on the track, I feel a high 34 would have been 
possible.” 

Corser had to settle for second on the grid. “I only had one 
fast motor,” he said. “And my mechanics told me not to use it 
too much during today’s practice; I will need the thing even 



























rider. Five laps from the end, it was 
obvious that victory would go to one of 
the five leading men. Gobert had been 
leading most of the time, with Crafar 
desperately holding on aboard his 
Honda. In between, all hell broke loose 
with Fogarty, Corser and Slight chang- 
ing positions in nearly every corner. In 
the end, it was some backmarkers who 
would allow Gobert to get the necessary 
advantage over his rivals. 

Gobert ended up taking his home 
victory in front of Fogarty, Corser and 
Slight.

more tomorrow. I took the bike out for some five or six laps and 
made my best time then.

Carl Fogarty and John Reynolds battled it out for third spot 
on the starting grid until the final minutes. World Champion 
Fogarty finally got it his way. 

“During last week's test, we noticed that the bike had to be 
set up completely differently from last year,” Foggy explained.

For tomorrow’s race, we will use the setup which worked 
out all right yesterday.” 

Pier-Francesco Chili was 10th despite a crash due to a gear- 
pach og in the second practice session. 

s teammate Gianmaria Liverani had crashed on Friday, 
breaking an arm and putting a premature end to his second sea- 
son in the World Superbike Championship. 

Freddie Spencer looked more confident than in Indonesia 
and set the 12th fastest time. 

“We had a similar problem as in Indonesia: A clamp came 
off in the fuel tank, but fortunately we had another tank ready, 
so we lost only some 10 minutes in the final practice session. 

After that we put on some new tires, but with only four 
minutes left there was no more time to better my time.” 

Mike Hale ended up 13th, after having looked set for a top 
10 position. 

But on his 12th lap the gearbox broke and since he is using

Briefly... 


The biggest news to come from Phillip Island 
was of course the news that Anthony Gob- 
ert had signed up with the Muzzy Kawasaki 
team for another year. “| want to get the title 
in 1996 and.then move on to the Grands 
Prix,” the 20-year-old Australian said after 
having announced his decision on Sunday 
afternoon. Gobert, who made his debut on 
the Kawasaki exactly one year. before, had 
also considered offers from Castrol Honda, 
Ducati and Suzuki for the World Superbike 
series and from the Pileri Honda team for the 
Grands Prix. Fellow Australian Mat Mladin 
now seems to be one of the candidates for a 
factory Suzuki. 








Some riders still haven't signed contracts for 
next year, but the man in the biggest trouble in 
World Superbike racing is Virginio Ferrari. “The 
Castiglionė brothers might have lost their 
patience with Carl (Fogarty),” Ferrari said in 
` Phillip Island on Friday. “We are very keen to 
keep him, but he has delayed his decision so 
often, that we have to start thinking about a 
replacement for him.” Of all the candidates Fer- 
rari had talked to until then, only Anthony Gob- 
ert seemed likely to meet the high expectations 
of the Castigliones and Ducati fans. But at 
Phillip Island, the young Australian announced 
that he had signed a new one-year contract 
with Muzzy Kawasaki. Other candidates Ferrari 
had been talking to included Fabrizio Pirovano, 
Piergiorgio Bontempi and Freddie Spencer 
from the “old brigade” and Brits Neil Hodgson, 
Chris Walker and Jamie Robinson from the 


“younger generation.” “If the budget allows it, 


we would like to have a two-man team again in 
1996,” Ferrari said. “One of whom will be an 
Italian. Mauro Lucchiari will probably have no 
place in this team. Right now, the Castigliones 
are considering a World Endurance program 
with an official team next to the French 
importer’s effort.” Freddie Spencer admitted 
that he was hoping to have a go at the World 
Superbike Championship with this team in 
1996. Ferrari was relatively careful about the 
possibilities of working with the former Grand 
Prix champion. “We have to forget the disas- 
trous weekend that Freddie had in Sentul,” Fer- 
rari said Saturday evening. “We just hope for a 
top-five position here; then | might be able to 
get enough support to build up a team with 
Freddie.” 











Now that Fogarty is certain to leave the team 
and a deal with Spencer seems very unlikely, 
Ferrari has no real candidates for the world 
title in 1996. According to some, Ducati is not 
likely to step in and give the Italian manager 
more money. With Troy Corser and Mike Hale 
in the Promotor team, Ducati can already 
count on. the services of two top-level riders. 
On top of that, Promotor pays for the support 
they get from Ducati and Ferrari does not. For 
obvious reasons, it is a very attractive option 
for Ducati to have a (paying) team win the 
World Championship. for them. The five con- 
structors titles won in the past (1991-1995) 
were won by a “traditional” factory teams, with 
most of the operational and other costs paid 
by the factory. 


One of the teams that will not let Ducati have it 
all their way is the Castrol Honda team. After 
the Sentul race, Honda team manager Neil 
Tuxworth went back to England where he had 
a meeting with one of the potential main team 
sponsors for next year. “The budget will be 
substantially bigger than this year,” Tuxworth 
said. "We're talking now with three international 
enterprises that are interested in a deal as a 
main sponsor. One of them is obviously Cas- 
trol, another one is a tobacco firm that has con- 
tacted us, and a third is a potential competitor 
to Castrol. A decision will be made around. the 
15th of November.” The question as to who will 
tide the factory Hondas in 1996 will be 
answered in. two weeks. Aaron Slight signed a 
new one-year contract with Honda on Saturday 
morning before the final practice sessions at 
Phillip: Island. Officially, three more candidates 
were being considered for the second bike 
when Cycle News went to press. “After Simon 
Crafar opted to go to Kawasaki, there are still 
three names left, one of whom is a top Grand 
Prix rider. On November 1 we will announce 
who will be Aaron’s teammate.” 


The two Superbike riders considered by Honda 
were believed to be Anthony Gobert and Carl 
Fogarty, while many believe Alex Barros to be 
the Grand Prix candidate. With Gobert having 
signed up with Muzzy: Kawasaki for one more 
year, Fogarty really seems to be the only 
superbike rider left on Tuxworth's shopping list. 
Fogarty himself admitted that he “wanted a 
change from the Ducati team,” and that “he 
was on a deadline for the tst of November." 
Although it wasn’t confirmed, it is almost 100 
percent certain that the Brit will ride a Honda 
(again). next year. “Kenny Roberts is still inter-

“I felt confident going into both 
races,” the young Aussie said. “But after 
the first race, I started to worry when 
the bike started vibrating again in the 
second part of the second race and the 
tires started sliding.

ested,” Fogarty said. “But as | have to decide 
what superbike is concerned before November 
1, I don't have enough time to wait on a deci- 
sion from Roberts. I’m thankful for the opportu- 
nities Ducati have given me the last couple of 
years and the two. titles | won with them, but! 
need a change to find a new challenge and 
new motivation.” Fogarty also received an offer 
from Yamaha's World Superbike team after the 
Indonesian round. 


Pier-Francesco Chili says that he is. close to 
signing a contract with Ducati for full factory 
bikes in 1996. Like the Promotor team, the 
Gattolone team (Chili’s current team) will pay 
for the bikes, the parts and the service. Apart 
from that, Chili will assist Cagiva in the devel- 
opment and testing of their superbike (which is 
due to make its debut in 1997) and he hopes to 
get some more Grand Prix rides on the V-four 
Cagiva two-stroke. 


For Kawasaki, the 1996 season (with the new 
Superbike) was set to start just a few days 
after the Phillip Island finale. When he gets 
home to Oregon, Rob Muzzy will start building 
four bikes for Simon Crafar and Anthony Gob- 
ert to be used in next year’s World Superbike 
series. The first test sessions with the new 
bikes have been scheduled for the month of 
November. Four identical bikes will also be 
built for Mike Smith and Doug Chandler, who 
will try to conquer the AMA Superbike title in 
1996. Furthermore, the Muzzy team is consid- 
ering moving its European racing headquarters 
away from Germany: “It’s just a matter of con- 
venience,” Muzzy explained in Phillip Island. 
“Up to now, the mechanics have been working 
on the premises of the German Kawasaki 
importer. But as they often work late and the 
available space there is actually too limited for 
a proper workshop, we're looking at other pos- 
sibilities in Europe.” 


Jochen Schmid is set to continue in the one- 
man team run by the German importer. “As 
most of the costs are paid for by the importer 
and the German International Superbike 
Championship (Pro. Superbike) is very well 
televised, our main goal will be to conquer the 
German title for the second consecutive time in 
1996,” Schmid said. “But we will also be enter- 
ing the World Superbike races that don't clash 
with the German racing dates.” The British 
Reve Racing Company team is still looking for 
a teammate for John Reynolds, whereas the 
Italian importer hasn't made a decision con- 





cerning his racing budget. Piergiorgio Bontem- 
pi and/or Fabrizio Pirovano are the riders most 
likely to man the Bertocchi Kawasaki(s) in 


1986. 


Racing veteran Rob Phillis made his racing 
comeback in Phillip Island after his last interna- 
tional race. in the German Superbike Champi- 
onship at the end of last year. Phillis, third in 
the World Championship in 1991 and 1992, 
took part-in a national Harley-Davidson race in 
a one-off deal. The former Kawasaki factory 
rider now spends his time buying houses, reno- 
vating them and reselling them. 


For the last couple of years, the Winfield 
Honda team has been one of the leading 
teams in the Australian National Champi- 
onship. But it's better than that - most of the 
current Australian Superbike heroes spent 
some time in the team run by Clyde Wolfend- 
en... before moving on to greater things. Troy 
Corser took the red-and-white Honda RC30 to 
national victories and the title in 1993 before he 
“immigrated” to the U.S. to join the Ferracci 
squad, and one year later the Australian Honda 
team lost Anthony Gobert to the Muzzy squad 
in the surprise move of the year just before. the 
Phillip Island round. And just after having 
secured the Australian Superbike title again, 
things look to be happening again for the team. 
First rider Kirk McCarthy has to make do with 
only one RC45, equipped with a 1994 kit and 
some electrical and electronic bits from the 
1994 factory bike. Additionally, Honda's 
promise at the beginning of the season to pro- 
vide the team with full factory bikes for the last 
couple of national races and some World 
Superbike races (including the Phillip Island 
round), was withdrawn after the Suzuka Eight 
Hour weekend because of a lack of budget. It 
didn’t stop. McCarthy from finishing eighth in 
the first heat. ; 

Some collaboration... Only two weeks ago, 
Maurizio Flammini announced that his com- 
pany and Dorna were working closely on next 
year's Grand Prix and World Superbike calen- 
dars, in order to avoid date clashes. When the 
FIM published (a first version of) the official cal- 
endars only days prior to Phillip Island, no less 
than six Grands Prix turned out to be on week- 
ends scheduled for World Superbike events. 
Furthermore, the two first World Endurance 
races (Le Mans and Assen) were also sched- 


uled for a World Superbike weekend. Expect 
some changes. 





Fogarty took second position in what 
was his final race for Ducati. “The back- 
markers decided the outcome of this 
race,“ he said. “A few laps after Antho- 
ny had escaped, I got back into his slip- 
stream and almost managed to get 
around the outside of him. I didn’t even 
know that this was the final dash to the 
finish. I hadn’t been able to see my pit- 
board in the struggle. 

Unfortunately, only two out of the 
three changes we made on the bike after 
the first race seemed to work out well. 
The bike was still revving too much 
coming out of the corners. If we'd kept 
the gearing from the first heat, things 
might have looked different. But I also 
have to admit that I made a stupid mis- 
take twice when I was leading, letting 
the bike jump out of the gear.” 

Corser got home third. “I got a better 
drive off the corners this time,” he said. 
“But pretty soon in the race I decided to 
wait until the final laps. But then the 
backmarkers got in our way.” 

The top three riders finished within a 
quarter of a second of each other. 

Hale came home sixth, behind Slight 
and Crafar. “The two Ducatis were way 
too fast and I couldn’t get past them,” 
Slight said. “Otherwise, I was certain to 
get Gobert.” 

“In the first heat the motor kept 
jumping into neutral,” Hale said. “For 
the second heat, they put a different 
motor in. Unfortunately, from the start 
on I got held up and got stuck in sixth 
place. The gap was too big to make it up, 
so I just kept riding and didn’t push too 
much, just trying to learn the bike and 
the track more. At some moments, it was 
pretty hard not to forget that was actual- 
ly the reason that I was out there.” eN

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COMPARISON | BMW R1100RT vs. Honda ST1100

| t is safe to say that Honda had the 





luxury sport-touring market cor- 

nered for quite some time with its 
elegant ST1100. No other motorcycle 
really came close to matching the ST's 
silky-smooth and powerful 1084cc V-4 
motor, its well-balanced suspension and 
posture-friendly ergonomics. It truly 
was in a class all its own. Was? 

Yes, was. There's a new kid on the 
block ready to take on the ST1100 in 
hopes of ending Honda's long domi- 
nance in the luxury sport-touring class, 
and that motorcycle is the all-new 
R1100RT, featuring the company’s 
“new-generation” Boxer motor. Official- 
ly, BMW claims the R1100RT wasn’t 
really designed to dethrone the ST, 
claiming the RT to be the company’s 
number-one full-on touring machine. 
Still, with so much emphasis put on 
handling and agility, the R1100RT sud- 
denly finds itself in direct competition 
with the ST1100, intended or not. 

Ever since we first swung a leg over 
the new R1100RT (see issue #38, Sep- 
tember 27) we couldn't wait to compare 
it head-to-head, with the Honda ST1100, 
and not long ago, we got our wish. 
Honda offered us a 1995 ST1100 for our 
comparison test; we would have pre- 
ferred a ‘96 model, but considering the 
fact that the only differences between 
the '95 and '96 models are an upgraded 
ABS system, the addition of a linked- 
brake system (similar to that of the 
CB1000) and a few minor bodywork 
changes, and that we would have to 
wait considerably longer for the '96 
model to arrive, we chose to move on 
with our riding comparison with the '95 
model. Close enough. 

The ST1100 and R1100RT share many 
of the same basic features, such as ABS, 
shaft drive, hard (detachable) saddle- 
bags, nearly identical engine displace- 
ment (1084cc for the ST and 1185cc for 
the RT) and long-range gas tanks. 

The BMW offers significantly more in 
the way of standard equipment than the 
Honda, such as heated grips, electroni- 
cally adjustable windscreen, adjustable 
seat height and shift lever, power sock- 
ets, a rear luggage rack, and an AM/FM

cassette stereo. The ST, on the other 
hand, offers traction control (as well as a 
linked-brake system on the '96 model), 
the RT does not. | 

Despite the extra goodies, the BMW 
weighs significantly less than the 
ABS/TCS-eguipped Honda. BMW 
claims the RT weighs in at 563 pounds 
dry, while Honda claims the ST weighs 
659 pounds. (The non-ABS/TCS- 
equipped Honda is claimed to weigh 
634 pounds). This difference-in weight 
no doubt has a lot to do with the fact 
that the BMW is hauling around two 
fewer cylinders than the ST and has no 
liquid-cooling system. 

Our month-long comparison test 
included a head-to-head, two-day ride 
tooling around the deserts of Southern 
California and Arizona, which included 
an overnight stay in the crispy-cool 
mountains of Prescott, Arizona. In those 
two days alone, we tallied well over 800 
miles on the two motorcycles, most of 
which was accumulated on wide-open 
desert highways and twisty, back- 
canyon roads. 

Perhaps the most noticeable differ- 
ence between the two bikes is vibration - 
the BMW does, the Honda doesn’t. The 





BMW shakes heavily at idle but smooths 
out significantly as you start climbing 
through the gears and gaining momen- 
tum. At cruising speed, the vibes aren't 


as offensive, but compared to the buzz- ` 


less Honda, well, the low-frequency pul- 
sation becomes more evident on the 
BMW. Plus, the annoying torque-effect 
that tweaks the BMW to the right every 
time you rev up the motor (highly 
prominent when completely stopped or 
traveling at slow speeds) is non-existent 
with the Honda, despite the fact its 
crankshaft also runs along the same lon- 
gitudinal axis. Horsepower-robbing 
counter-balancers prevent any noticeable 
torque-effect on the Honda. Obviously, 
the BMW has no such-counter-balancers. 

As far as power, both bikes get along 
pretty good, but the Honda simply runs 
away and hides from the BMW. We did 
numerous roll-on drags on many open 
desert roads, and the ST won every 
bout. The RT, however, held its own off 
the bottom, but from midrange on up, 
the ST would consistently kiss the 
Beemer good-bye. No contest. We also 
discovered during these roll-ons that the 
RT demands quality gas: the higher the 
octane, the better. Under a heavy load, 








burning 89 octane, the RT pinged and 
detonated badly at high rpm with the 
throttle held wide open. The Beemer’s 
owner's manual is serious about run- 
ning “Super” fuel. With the good stuff, 
92 octane, we experienced no such prob- 
lems. The Honda, on the other hand, 
runs fine with the more pocket-book- 
friendly 89 octane petroleum flowing 
through its veins. 

While the Honda easily ate up the 
BMW on the long straights, the RT had 
no problems hanging with the ST on the 
short jaunts between turns, where the 
BMW's excellent torque comes into 
play. The Beemer approves of being 
short-shifted, while the Honda prefers 
to be revved out before catching the 
next cog. And speaking of shifting, the 
Honda changes gears light and accom- 
modating; the BMW, heavy and defiant. 
The RT’s five-speed gearbox is often 
reluctant to shift from neutral, to first at 
rest, and overall shifting is just plain 
notchy. Nothing new here. The BMW’s 
clutch, on the other hand, works just 
fine, as does the Honda’s. 

Both bikes corner well for big and 
bulky 600-pound (plus or minus) motor- 
cycles, though the BMW felt a touch 








more stable than the Honda when 
leaned over while driving through the 
corners. Steering feels much lighter with 
the Beemer, while it takes a fair amount 
of muscle to get the Honda leaned over 
into the turns. Neither bike really has a 
giant advantage over the other when it 
comes to cornering, they just feel a little 
different. That's all. 

Our testers couldn’t agree on much 
when it came to the overall ride of the 
two bikes. One liked the Honda better, 
the other the BMW, but both riders did 
agree they liked the BMW’s Telelever 
front suspension better than the 
Honda's 41mm conventional cartridge 
fork (the '96 model has bigger 43mm 
forks). The Honda seemed slightly 
underdamped and would float a little 
over the bigger bumps, while the 
Beemer's central spring-strut and coil- 
spring design front end just felt perfect. 
Both front ends soaked up the smaller 
road imperfections with ease. Most of 
our in-house disputing involved the rear 
suspensions. Basically, the back ends 
work well on both bikes, but our tėsters 
couldn’t agree on which bike they felt 
was actually better - the Beemer’s sin- 
gle-shock Paralever system or the 
Honda's more traditional single, side- 
mounted-shock swingarm system. The 
Honda features more rear shock 
adjustability, offering 5-way spring-pre- 
load, as well as compression- and 
rebound-damping adjustments. The 
BMW offers only spring-preload and

rebound-damping adjustment. The 
damping adjustment on the Honda 
requires the use of a small screwdriver, 
but altering the spring preload requires 
a significant amount of effort. On the 
BMW, however, adjusting the preload 
couldn’t be any easier - no tools are nec- 
essary - and we'd just as soon have pre- 
load easier to tune than damping, espe- 
cially if you regularly carry passengers. 
In the all-important category of com- 
fort - well, this one was almost too close 
to call, but we have to give the nod to 
the roomier BMW. A unanimous com- 
plaint we had with the ST was that our 
knees rested against the fairing lowers; 
there are no obstructions on the BMW. 
Both bikes have pleasing ergonomics, 
but for those long hauls, we’d probably

opt for the more straight-up-and-down 
riding position of the BMW. We also 
liked the BMW’s seat better; it’s certain- 
ly wider, flatter and offers more back 
support than the Honda’s pad, and an 
added bonus is that you can adjust the 
seat height on the BMW. We ran ours on 
the highest position most of the time. 
The BMW’s electronically adjustable 
windscreen is worth its weight in gold. 
For many riders, this could be the single 
biggest advantage the RT has over the 
ST. We usually ran the BMW with the 
screen in its highest position to lessen 





wind noise and to fend off arctic blasts. 
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a favorite seemed to be an utter impossibility. On one hand you have the 

ruthlessly Teutonic R1100RT, the modern iteration of the classic Boxer 
touring rig, which also happens to be a respectably capable back-road bomber. On 
the other you have the almost seductive, oh-so-red ST1100 - definitely the hot rod of 
the two - featuring all the usually disparate gualities that have made Honda famous 
in both the touring and sporting realms, but in one bike. Despite their dissimilar ori- 
gins, the net experience on shorter rides was confoundingly similar: 

But then we went to Prescott - the long way. Some 10 hours after leaving the Los 
Angeles area, the answer began to make itself more evident. The balance was tip- 
ping in the Beemer's favor, and the deal was sealed on the return trip. : 

Where the Honda suffered in relation to the BMW was in comfort, and that’s say- 
ing a lot for the German bike. After more than 800 miles of riding in two days, I 
would have preferred to spend the last leg of the trip on the more supportive (and 
adjustable) seat of the BMW, behind its more protective (and adjustable) wind- 
screen, and in its cooler, uh, cockpit. When the ambient temperature rose above 90, 
engine heat from the ST cooked my thighs like holiday hams. And the following 
day, in the cold high-desert morning of Prescott, being greeted by the heated grips 
of the R1100RT made all the difference in the world. 

Overall, the R1100RT fit my tallish frame better. On the Honda, my long femurs 
placed my knees on the trailing edge of the middle fairing, which is fine for a short 
jaunt to the grocery store. But after burning a tank of fuel on the ST (over 350 miles), 
it’s the little things that finally drive you over the edge, and the contact becomes an 
issue. Likewise for the ST’s windscreen, which around town was fine, but at high- 
way speeds my head was too high by just enough to put it smack into the turbulent 
air spilling off the top, making earplugs (and after a while, aspirin) a necessity. 

In contrast, the BMW’s adjustable screen means you can choose - a steady blast in 
be — position or a pocket of still air with a slight pressure on your back in its 

ighest. 

And putting the big twin's adjustable seat in its uppermost position meant that 
too little leg room was never an issue. 

Adding to the comfort of the BMW was its superb suspension, The Telelever 
front end’s inherent anti-dive and excellent compliance and contro] made easy work 
of interstates and mountain roads alike - and the Paralever rear (with easy, no-tools 
preload adjustment) took the edge off all but the most heinous of potholes. 

Handling for the two bikes once into a corner was very similar. The difference 
was in entering a curve, the BMW accommodating directional changes with greater 
ease, partially due to the fact that it weighs nearly 100 pounds less than the Honda. 

As for the luggage, both sets of bags offer a good deal of packing space, though 
neither would fit my extra-large full-face helmet. Either set is easily removed, but in 
the Honda’s favor, not needing a key every time you want to open or close a bag is 
definitely a plus and made dealing with the Beemer's cases seem far less convenient. 

The only area where I found the Beemer at a disadvantage was in the powertrain. 
The Honda's had an uncannily integrated feel, the linear, smooth power urging you 
forward and well above any posted speed limit. And it sounds great too. The BMW, 
on the other hand, feels more like an engine connected to a transmission connected 
to a wheel. And you won't find too much inspiration in the flat exhaust note either. 
But while the power from the BMW offers less zip just about everywhere but at the 
very bottom of the rev range, it’s certainly adequate, and it too will compel you well 
beyond the legal limit without undue stress on powerplant or rider. 

In the end, though, the power and smoothness of the Honda weren't enough to 
elevate it above the overall better accommodations of the BMW. Yeah, the Beemer 
costs more but it will keep pace with the Honda in all but the most aggressive sec- 
m of tarmac, while simply being more comfortable no matter the road or the 
weather. 


wW hile we were testing these two bikes, prior to our trek to Prescott, picking

of touring and commuting on both the Honda and the BMW, I must admit 

that there are more things I like about the ST1100 than the R1100RT, but 
when it comes to choosing which bike I'd spend my hard-earned dollars on, as 
strange as it might sound, I'd most likely head down to my local BMW dealer. 
Why? Because the few things I did like better about the BMW were, for me, impor- 
tant things - things that can make the difference between an enjoyable ride or a mis- 
erable ride. 

But first: 

I simply loved the linear and smooth powerband of the ST1100, and the fact that 
there's hardly any vibration to speak of. I savored the Honda’s precise shifting, its 
firm yet supple suspension, and the easy-to-use saddlebags. I also cherished the 
Honda’s huge gas tank, and the TCS gave me peace of mind. Never used it, though. 
Basically, I like this motorcycle very, very much. 

But the BMW has a few outstanding features that, at least for me, outweigh all of 
the Honda’s other advantages. First of all, the BMW fits my six-foot frame signifi- 
cantly better than the Honda; like Mark, my knees also rub on the corners of the 
fairing lowers, which annoys me to no end. Plus, the more-straight-up-and-down 
riding position of the BMW is more agreeable for those long days in the saddle. 

The BMW’s variable-pitch windscreen is a tourer’s dream, but what probably 
clinches it for me in choosing the BMW over the Honda is the fact that the bike’s 
better suited for a wider variety of weather conditions, mainly the cold. The combi- 
nation of heated grips, a dash-mounted “heater,” tall windscreen and large fairing 
go a long way to keep you from being completely miserable on those frosty morn- 
ings and cold days. Plus, the protruding cylinder jugs also deflect cold air off the 
rider’s feet and provide some heat, too. As you čan tell, I don’t like being cold, and 
this is something I seriously take into account when choosing a touring bike. 

And then there’s the stereo. Having a stereo on the BMW is an added bonus, 
even though the sound isn’t the highest of quality. But for daily commutes on the 
slow-moving and congested freeway systems of Los Angeles, the stereo is accept- 
able. You can't listen to traffic reports on the Honda. 

While I very much like the appearance of both motorcycles, there’s something 
about the BMW’s concept-bike look that really captures my attention. 

Nevertheless, there still are several things that don’t sit well with me when it 
comes to the BMW. I'm not particularly fond of the vibration, the sideways torque- 
effect, the rear suspension, the awkward-to-operate sidestand, noisy gearbox, the 
overly complex saddlebags and the fact there’s no glove box in the fairing. On the 
other hand, I also like the Beemer’s plush front suspension, torquey motor, modern- 
looking cockpit, adjustable seat, and rear rack. : 

Overall, both motorcycles perform remarkably similarly, despite each manufac- 
turer taking completely different avenues to arrive at the same place. In my opinion, 
the BMW makes a better everyday motorcycle, a bike you can ride all year long in 
any weather condition, while the Honda is better suited for shorter jaunts in more 
touring-friendly climates. 

So, when it comes to choosing between the two, I say, give me the heat.

|| ooking back over the past few weeks, after spending many miles and hours 


















The lowest position is pleasant for 
around-town, video-store touring or 
when it’s warm out. With the ST’s fixed 
windscreen, you have no option other 
than dipping your head in or out of the 
slipstream. Buffeting was more of a con- 
cern (and a headache) on the Honda 
than the BMW. 

On cold mornings, as was the case in 
Prescott, we played rock/ paper/ scissors 
to decide who would get to ride the 
BMW. The RT is, for many reasons, the 
bike of choice when the first thing you 
see after opening the hotel door is your 
breath. For one, the BMW’s wide fairing 
and windscreen simply do a better job 
of keeping windblast off the rider; two, 
the mirror/blinker assemblies double as 
hand protectors; three, the RT has heat- 
ed grips; and four, the warm air coming 
off the forward-mounted oil-cooler can 
be funneled onto the rider’s hands via 
vents in the fairing. Need we say more? 

The sound system on the BMW is an 
obvious bonus over the ST. However, 
the stereo is held back by raspy-sound- 
ing, dash-mounted speakers which sim- 
ply can’t handle all the watts needed to 
overpower wind noise. It didn’t take us 
long to blow out one of the speakers. 
The stereo works fine when riding 
around town but you have to constantly 
fiddle with the volume knob since it is 
not rpm-regulated. But at least the 
Beemer has a stereo. 

If you hate stopping for gas as much 
as we do, then you'll definitely appreci- 
ate the Honda’s huge 7.4-gallon gas 
tank. Even the BMW’s 6.5-gallon tank 
isn’t anything to scoff at. On the open 
highway both bikes will do over 300 
miles on a tank of gas; the longest we 
dared stretch a tank on the BMW was 
306 miles; the Honda, 340 miles. Accord- 
ing to our calculations, the Honda gets 
approximately three highway-miles 

“more to the gallon (51.5 mpg) than the 
BMW. 

Carrying a quart of oil in the 
Beemer’s saddlebag is a good idea. By 
nature, the Beemer consumes oil like it’s 
going out of style. BMW recommends 
keeping close tabs on the oil level, 
which can easily be done via a small 
window under the left jug. We had to 
add a half quart every 1000 miles or so. 

We like the Honda’s saddlebags 
more than the BMW’s. As far as usabili- 
ty, the Honda bags are less complicated 
to operate and don’t require a key every 
time you want to open and close them 
like the BMW’s bags. Moreover, the 
Honda bags are narrower and are color- 
matched to the rest of the bike. In con- 
trast, the BMW’s black-colored bags are 
bulbous and really don’t compliment 
the looks of the bike. The bags on both 
bikes are spacious enough to store at 
least a medium-size helmet (but not an 
XL) and can be detached and re- 
attached easily, perhaps a little easier on 
the BMW. While cruising down'the 
road, the Honda bags jiggle around a lit- 
tle, while the BMW bags mount solidly. 

One nice convenience the Honda has 
over the BMW are the two small storage 
compartments (one locks, the other 
doesn’t) on each side of the fairing - the 
BMW has no such glove box. 

There is no denying the fact that the 
Honda ST1100 and BMW R1100RT are 
outstanding motorcycles, but which one 
is better? Well, that’s hard to say, espe- 
cially after you take into account what 
each bike has to offer and how much they 
cost. But we certainly have our personal 
opinions. And they favored the BMW. en

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tis a racing clichė that defending a 
championship title is more difficult 
than winning it in the first place. 
That might explain Michael 
Doohan’s slightly problematic 1995 
Grand Prix season. As the man 
widely considered a shoo-in to 
retain the 500cc World Champi- 
onship he finally won in 1994 for 
the first time, Doohan suffered a 
crucial blip in his GP fortunes. After 
comfortably winning the first two races 
of the season aboard his Repsol-spon- 
sored Honda NSR500, uncharacteristic 
race crashes in Spain and Germany, plus 
a near miss on the last lap in Japan, left 
the resolute Aussie locked in a battle for 
the world title with Suzuki-mounted 
compatriot Darryl Beattie. But then 
Doohan's true grit came to the fore, as he 
reeled off a quartet of successive GP vic- 
tories to put an option on the champi- 
onship, a title he went on to clinch with 
two runner-up finishes to the suddenly 
competitive Yamaha ridden by Luca 
Cadalora, followed by a brilliant ride 
through the field after a lousy start to 
win in Argentina. 

The fact that he finished off the ros- 
trum - for the first time since Jerez in 
1993 - in the final GP of the year at 
Catalunya (the Spanish sunshine obvi- 
ously doesn't agree with the Queenslan- 
der) by placing fourth, in a race won by 
his teammate Alex Criville in a photo fin- 
ish with the third Repsol Honda team 
rider, Shinichi Itoh, didn’t dent the

Doohan 
dominance in a double- 
up season of 500cc world crowns. 
And for Honda, after suffering a famine 
of 500cc World Championships for half a 
decade, the satisfaction of seeing its 
NSR500 becoming the bike to beat in the 
mid-1990s must be ample reward for 
their patient development of a design 
that in its present form is now four years 
old, yet still top of the class, winning nine 
out of the 13 500cc GPs run in 1995. 

Nobody has demanded a process of 
evolution rather than revolution more 
insistently than the two-time World 
Champion himself. 

“Honda used to be blinded by horse- 
power figures,” Doohan said. “But I’m 
not interested in top-speed performance 
which you only use for the last 100 





meters 
of the main straight at 
a couple of tracks. It’s much more 
important to have the bike set up so that 
it's ridable into turns and responsive out 
of them. That’s where you win races, and 
that’s where Honda’s development has 
been going for the past couple of years - 
refining the bike’s behavior rather than 
trying for outrageous horsepower. It’s 
worked. We've run into a couple of hic- 
cups now and then, mainly to do with 
suspension, but now the balance is pretty 
good and it's nice to ride. You'll see for 
yourself when you get the chance in a 
minute - only don’t overrev it like I've 











seen you've done in some of your previ- 
ous tests of our bike. I never change up 
any higher than 12,300 rpm or so, 
because even if it does rev over 13,000, 
firstly the power falls off, and secondly 
when you do change up that high, it 
means you hit the next gear with the 
motor in the fat part of the powerband, 
all ready to unhook the back wheel. Just 
ride the power curve and use the torque. 
You'll find it’s much more.controllable.” 
Okay, so I'd been given poor grades 
from the teacher for the previous year’s 
work. But I also had a chance to redress 
the balance coming up right there and 
then at the Catalunya track the day after 
the final GP of the season, at a test day 
organized by HRC to replace our annual 
November date at Suzuka with its works 
racers. Only this was a press extravagan- 
za par excellence, with so many hacks 
from so many countries that we were 
each restricted to five laps on Doohan’s 
bike - an insufficient amount of time for a 
serious appreciation of what it’s like to 
come to grips with a World Champion 
500, or to ride it at even 90 percent of its 
normal potential. And in my case, even 
though Honda’s sponsor Luciano Benet- 
ton did a nice job of scrubbing in the new 
tires for me at a pretty respectable pace 
(well, he is Italian, so it’s in his blood), 
the fact that I was the first journalist out 
on the bike meant I had to contend with 
the 10-ton truck collecting the Airfence 
from the previous day’s race moving in 
the opposite direction to me on the cir- 
cuit. Not your usual on-track hazard, but 
with no chance for a second session, I did 
end up learning one thing: this 190-bhp- 
plus World Championship-winning GP 
racer is as easy to ride as a street-legal 
superbike in these sort of conditions - 
thanks to Honda’s mastery of the elec- 
tronics package which, allied with the 
Big Bang engine format they introduced 
three years ago, transforms the mega- 
power delivery of this demonbike. 
Maybe Honda should consider 
launching a street version. Especial- 
ly now that they have 
t he 


means to clean 
up the exhaust emissions, 
thanks to the PGM F1 fuel-injection sys- 
tem they developed on the bike in ‘93, 
but which hasn’t been seen on the 
NSR500 since the start of last season. 
Resisting the urge to turn left instead 
of right at the last turn before the 
Catalunya pits and head off into the 
mountains bordering the circuit - damn, 
no license plate - I headed back to pit 
lane for a talk with Shigeru Hattori, the 
HRC engineer in charge of the NSR500 











project. One thing I'd noticed was that 
the Honda’s pickup out of a turn seemed 
even more smooth but no less vivid than 
in previous years. The throttle response 
was so delicate and precise, it could lead 
you to believe your were riding a fuel- 
injected bike - and I wasn't. How come? 

“The changes we made to the 1995 
model NSR500 were aimed at improving 
the bike’s power delivery and usability, 
according to Doohan-san's wishes,“ said 
Hattori. “We also tried to improve the 
balance of the bike, and the feel the chas- 
sis gives back to the rider." 

To do this, Honda made a surprising 
change to the NSR500 frame package. 
Rigidity is everything on a GP race chas- 
sis, right? Wrong. The new swingarm 
introduced for '95 was designed to be 
less stiff in a lateral direction than its pre- 
decessor, while more stiff torsionally - as 
well as up and down. The aim, says Hat- 
tori, was to get an improved contact 
patch for the rear tire as well as extra feel 
for the rider under hard acceleration, in 
search of the improved balance factor. 

“Ten years ago, we always sought 
more power from the engine, but now it 
is the way the rider can use that power 
which is more important,” he says. “It’s 
the same with the chassis: We kept mak- 
ing Eddie Lawson’s NSR500 stiffer and 
stiffer the year he won the World Cham- 
pionship for Honda in 1989, but still it 
wouldn’t handle properly. So now HRC 
engineers understand that balance is 
most important, and if that means the 
chassis must actually be made less stiff, 
we must do that.” 

In other respects, the '95 NSR500 
chassis was essentially the 
same as the 


94, in 

keeping with Doohan's 
desire for evolution, not revolution. But 
the emphasis on high corner speeds that 
Doohan’s riding style dictates led HRC to 
try to improve front-end grip, with com- 
pletely new internals for the 43mm 
Showa forks, as well as a meatier lower 
triple clamp that extends down the fork 
leg - like Antonio Cobas made for Alber- 
to. Puig’s Team Pons NSR last year - to 
make the front end stiffer. 

I got a surprise when I came to ride 
the bike, which was the very same one 
that Doohan had ridden to fourth place 
the day before, with red numbers, where- 
as the other one with a set of blue num- 
ber ones was in fact Criville’s race win- 
ner fitted with Doohan body work. 
Doohan has a quite distinctive riding 
position, close-coupled with the bars 
quite steeply angled, which allows him 
to throw a fair bit of body weight on to 
the front wheel by crouching over the 








tank in turns. 
Previous NSR500s I’ve ridden 
while he’s been on the team had a flatter 
handlebar location making for a more 
upright stance - maybe Itoh's bikes wear- 
ing the clothes off Doohan-san’s NSR? 
Doohan also uses notably soft suspen- 
sion settings, as part of his aim to get the 
bike handling in a smooth and balanced 
fashion into turns. 

You can feel the front tire’s behavior 
better than on any 500cc GP bike I’ve 
ever ridden, and that includes other Hon- 
das, with every ripple in the track surface 
transmitted to the rider back through the 
bars. Uncanny. On one lap I got too deep 
into the turn at the end of the short back 
straight, and as I was forced to start 
working the front tire more to pull the 
bike back on line, I could honestly feel 
the way it started to squirm and protest a 
little as I explored the outer limits of the 
envelope of grip. This was a compliment 
to Michelin and Showa as well as to crew 
chief Jerry Burgess, the man who trans- 
lates Mick’s wishes and feedback into the 
right setup. Phew! I was glad I got away

with that one, though: Imagine 
being the one to deck an NSR500 with a 
handful of hacks standing hungrily in the 
pits waiting to devour the guy who 
deprived them of their ride. 

Doohan’s search for a relatively softly 
damped, balanced chassis package has 
rubbed off on other Honda riders, if only 
for the reason that HRC’s development 
of the NSR500 has naturally been target- 
ed at satisfying their top rider’s wishes. It 
makes sense for the others to follow the 
same setup, even if it means altering 
their own riding style to suit. Criville is 
the best example of this. 

“Two years ago when I started to ride 
the 500 Honda, I liked a stiff suspension 
setup to make the bike feel more like the 
125 and 250cc GP bikes I was used to rac- 
ing,” said a watching Criville at the 
Catalunya test day. “I also had the back 
end set quite high for the same reason, 
and to try to improve front-end grip 
when I braked deep into the apex of a 
turn. But then I came to realize that 
Mick’s way of riding the bike is much 
better - he doesn’t brake so hard or so 
late as other riders, but he has the sus- 
pension set up quite soft and with the 











bike balanced (that word again) at both 
ends. That way he can carry a lot of cor- 
ner speed into the turns, and make the 
suspension work to iron out any bumps 
smoothly. I try to do the same now, but 
the only difference is the way we each 
use the rear thumb brake - I have one fit- 
ted to my bike, too. Mick uses it entering 
the turn, to get the bike set up right on 
the way in and adjust his corner speed, 
whereas I use it in the middle of the cor- 
ner, just to pull the bike upright a little 
and use the fat part of the tire for a good, 
hard drive out of the turn.” 

So what began as an emergency mea- 
sure to allow Doohan to use the rear 
brake he relies on more heavily than 
most other riders, in spite of his damaged 
right leg, has now become a standard fit- 
ting for works Honda riders. Tadayuki 
Okada even uses one on the NSR250. I 
can’t truthfully say that I came to terms 
with using it in the approved Doohan 
manner during my meager five laps, 
though I did try following the Criville 
course and it works - especially cranked 
over in a right-hander where you'd have 
a job to use a foot pedal for the rear brake 
(the dual setup was specially fitted by 
Honda for the test day: Mick and Alex 
normally don’t have a foot brake ) to pull 
the bike upright for an early drive out of 
the turn. With more practice, I’m sure it 
would become an asset. 

You don’t need more practice to 
appreciate how good the latest spec 
Brembo carbon brakes are on the 
NSR500. It’s just a case of them being 
fantastic. Once warmed up (best done by 
dragging the brake down the front 
straight as you exit the pits), they deliver 
much more sensitivity than any other 
“black” brakes I’ve tried before. But they 
still provide the same anchors-out stop- 
ping power at minimal lever effort, allied 
with reduced gyroscopic effect to make 
the bike steer and change direction more 
easily. For a 500cc GP bike capable of 
harnessing almost 200 bhp, the Honda is 
almost nimble, it handles so well. 

If I went into a turn with a little too 
much speed, a light touch on the lever 
was all it needed to slow the bike down 
and get back on line to the point that I 
forgot I was riding with carbon brakes, 
which aren’t usually so sensitive. The 
secret is in the new material Brembo 
sourced this year from Mitsubishi in 
Japan, says Jerry Burgess. i 

“Mick’s not a hard braker, but even 
so, the fact we got through the whole sea- 
son with just two disc changes is pretty 
remarkable,” he says. “The new material 
operates at much lower temperature than 
before - 230 degrees rather than 280 
degrees - so that accounts for the same 
feeling as a metal brake, while delivering 
the extra stopping power. We don't ever 
use disc covers any more to keep ap 
operating heat, and pads last muc. 
longer as well, though we do take care to 
clean the dust away very thoroughly 
after every outing. But the Mitsubishi 
material makes carbon brakes an option 
for any level of racing - even Super- 
bikes!” 

Grand Prix constructor and team 
owner Steve Harris listened in amaze- 
ment: “We spend 1400 pounds every 
three to four races on a new set of discs,” 
he says, “and 400 pounds every race on 
pads. This stuff is a great cost saving 
once it becomes readily available next 
season.” 

The improved brakes are an example 
of the many detail refinements that 
Honda wrought on the NSR last season, 
while at the same time discarding some 
of its more-creative high-tech develop- 
ments, like the PGM FI fuel injection Itoh 
raced with throughout 1993 and early in 
"94; the water injection to vary exhaust 
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performance 

that Doohan de- 

buted in the Catalun- 

ya GP a year ago; and the Showa semiac- 

tive electronically programmable rear 

suspension that Criville has been using 

on and off for the past year, but has now 

cast aside in favor of a conventional rear 
shock. 

“We achieved the same level of per- 





formance and rider control with fuel” 


injection as with carburetors,” says Hat- 
tori. “But we could not obtain any addi- 
tional performance, so for the time being 
we have put this to one side, though our 
research will be valuable for future two- 
stroke applications (like an NSR500 road- 
ster, eh, Hattori-san?). Mr. Criville used 
the electronic rear shock to adjust the 
suspension to his liking last season, but 
now he prefers to keep the same setting 
throughout a race, and Honda did not 
push him to use it. The electronic suspen- 
sion is only an additional factor to be 
used at the rider's option. His choice: 
Mick-san never used it (“One more thing 
to go wrong,” was the reason he gave 
us). And we preferred not to pursue fur- 
ther development of the water injection, 
because of the weight penalty, which is 
more than 6 kilograms (12 pounds) at the 
start of a race. Instead, we developed a 
new electronics system aimed at achiev- 
ing the same result without adding great- 
ly to the weight." 

Weight is a factor with the NSR500, 
hence the magnesium crankcases fitted to 
the Doohan bike I rode, which allow it to 
scale close to the 130kg (286-pound) 
weight limit. The aluminum cases fitted 
to the other NSR riders' bikes add almost 
seven pounds to that figure. 

“The magnesium crankcases are less 
stiff, which can cause the crankshaft to 
twist and bring problems with conrods,” 
says Hattori. “Also, we must replace 
them every two to three races, whereas 
the aluminum ones last four times 
longer, so for reasons of budget as well 
as reliability, we prefer to concentrate on 
aluminum cases in the future.” 

That's one reason that all four exhaust 
pipes are now titanium, rather than only 
the top two like last year. But developing 
a new electronics package to yield the 
same improvement in midrange power 
and ridability, without the extra weight 
of the water injection system, was a big 
step forward and presumably accounts 
for the roadster-like behavior of the sin- 
gle-crank, 112-degree, V-four engine, 
which otherwise is little changed from 
last year: Minor improvements in porting 
and ignition have added an extra 3-4 
bhp, bringing the output to over 190 bhp 
at 12,500 rpm for the first time. 

But it’s the improved pickup from 
8000 to 9000 rpm or so that you really 
notice: There’s no jerk when you get on 
the gas again to exit a turn, and the 
already meaty midrange power delivery 
has been made, well, T-bone sized. 

The completely new carburetors Kei- 
hin developed for this season are part of 
the equation: Still a 36mm, dual-body 
type, they have a completely different 
internal design with different valving 
aimed at improved response from a 
closed throttle. The new electronics sys- 
tem combines a programmable RC valve 
for the exhaust (still with a sensor on one 
of the carbs to monitor slide position) 
with the ignition curve and engine speed 
to deliver the same variable response but 
in programmable form, so you can 
choose a different option for a wet track, 
or a track like Rio de Janeiro without 
much grip. This gives Honda improved 
control over engine behavior in the vital 
midrange that Mick Doohan focuses on. 
By following his advice and changing up 
at just over 12,000 rpm, I was able to 














appreciate that. Sure, the Honda has 
heaps of top-end power, but it’s that 
mega midrange that propels you out of 
the turn as if you had a rocket strapped 
to your back. 

Now accustomed to a speed shifter on 
my own race bikes, as well as most of the 
other ones I test, it was a surprise to find 
that Honda still doesn’t fit one to the 
NSR500. Okada’s NSR250 I rode the 
same day had one. 

“Frankly, it's not good for the gearbox 
and we did have problems when we 
tried one out,” says Jerry Burgess. “But 
Mick’s technique is so good, he doesn’t 
really need it. Our telemetry shows us he 
closes the throttle only five percent to 
change gear, compared to other riders’ 30 
percent, but he’s still kind to the gear- 
box.” 

Honda did use a primitive form of 
traction control for starts this season, but 
this wasn’t fitted to the bike I rode. The 
device retards the ignition in the first two 
gears off the start line to limit wheelspin, 
then automatically disengages when 
third gear is selected. The rider has the 
option of switching it off altogether via a 
button on the dash. It might have come 
in handy for outsprinting the Airfence 
truck to the next turn, if he’d been going 
in the same direction on the track as me. 

Honda has also experimented with a 
hydraulic clutch, with a softer operation 
that would give the rider's left hand, 
which also has to work the thumb brake, 
an easier time. But that wasn’t fitted, 
either: Instead, it was noticeable that the 
clutch action on the Doohan bike was 
lighter than before, thanks to lighter 
springs being fitted because he is so easy 
on the clutch. 

But apart from minor improvements 
like this, Honda is in danger of running 
out of development on the NSR500: Four 
years down the line, it’s been refined into 
the nearest thing to perfection on two 
wheels, a motorcycle so effective and rid- 
able it’s effectively competing against 
itself, as the clean sweep of the first four 
positions in the Catalunya GP the day 
before the test showed. Nothing succeeds 
like success, but talking to Honda pit

LYNNVILLE, IN, OCT.22 

ust last week we reported how Scott 
J Summers had peaked at the perfect 

moment in his quest for the AMA 
Grand National Cross Country Champi- 
onship. This week it’s another off-road 
series and another Scott that has hit his 
stride. Team KTM’s Scott Plessinger 
used a last-second pass on Suzuki’s Rod- 
ney Smith to move closer to the 1995 
AMA National Hare Scrambles Champi- 
onship title. Plessinger captured the 
Black Coal National Hare Scrambles 
near Lynnville, Indiana, after passing 
Smith just 50 yards from the finish line 
after three hours of nip-and-tuck racing. 

“This one feels great!” said 28-year- 
old Plessinger from Hamilton, Ohio. 
“I’ve got my confidence back up where I 
need it. I was really down after I got 
beat in the cross country race at Mount 
Morris last week, but today I rode better 
than I have in quite a while.” 

The win puts Plessinger in the dri- 
ver's seat in the 1995 title chase. With 
one round remaining in Washington 
state, Plessinger needs only to finish 
third if Summers wins in order to clinch 
his third career AMA National Hare 
Scrambles title. For defending champion 
Smith to claim the title it would take a 
finish of sixth or worse for Plessinger 
and Summers, tripled with a Smith win. 
“I think that I’m in a pretty good posi- 
tion right now,” added Plessinger. 

Summers finished third at the Black 
Coal after riding in contention for the 
win all day. Fourth overall went to 
enduro legend Randy Hawkins, while 
Pennsylvania’s Duane Conner scored 
fifth overall. 

The Black Coal National Hare Scram- 
bles was produced by the Indiana-Illi- 
nois-Kentucky Enduro Riders. The club 
set up their nine-mile-long trail in a 
reclaimed coal area. The consensus 
among the top finishers of nearly 300 
entries was that the course was fun and 
unique. 

“It was really bizarre,” said Sum- 
mers. “The course was in an area where 
they pushed all the dirt aside to get the 
coal and then pushed it back to make all 
these ridges. The whole time we were 
either on a ridge or down in a valley. 
The banks were so steep we can’t ride 
on the sides. It was fast and a little nar- 
row, too - probably the hardest track to 
pass on all year long.” The weather con- 
ditions for the run were perfect. After a 
few days of rain early in the week, race 
day was clear and warm. 

Washington state off-roader Jason 
Dahners grabbed the early lead as the 

"first line of AA riders left the starting 
line at the blast of a shotgun. Suzuki's 
Smith, Hawkins, Conner, Summers, 
Plessinger were further back in that 
order. Smith seized the lead after a short 
time and tried to take advantage of 
Hawkins’ runner-up position. 

“I made a quick run when I saw 
Randy behind me,” said Smith. “I got 
about 15 or 20 seconds away, but I 
missed the course! I had to turn around 
and get back on it and that gave the 
pack a chance to catch back up. I took 
off again, but this time I ran into lapped 
riders. This is such a hard track to pass 








lappers on because it’s so narrow. 
There’s nowhere for them to go. It was 
especially bad right in the middle of the 
race.” 

“For the first two hours you could’ve 
thrown a blanket over the five of us,” 
said Summers. “At first Smith was out 
front and he and Hawkins pulled away 
a little. Eventually we caught Randy and 
each of us passed him and then we all 
caught Rodney when he got to the lap- 
pers. Every time someone tried to pull 
away, lappers or a checkpoint would get 
us back in there. It was pretty frustrat- 
ing for whoever was leading, though I 
never actually led the race.” 

At the end of the third lap Smith and 
Hawkins pitted for gas, leaving 
Plessinger, Summers and Conner in the 
top positions. On the fourth lap around 
Summers and Plessinger made their gas 
stops, but Conner decided not to pit and 
thus took over the lead. Smith and 
Hawkins also go back into the top three 
but Summers and Plessinger immediate- 
ly caught back up. 

“It was amazing after two hours we 
were still together,” said Summers. 
“Duane ended up pitting in woods and 
we all got around him. That was with 
about 45 minutes to go in the race and at 
that point we picked it up a notch. 
Hawkins dropped off after awhile and 
the three of us went at it. There wasn’t 
much lead changing because it was 
almost impossible to pass. You had to 
hope for a lapper and a mistake or you 
had to force a pass and we didn’t want 
to do that to each other.” 

“I rode well for a few laps but then I 
had some front-brake trouble,” said 
Conner, who dropped off the lead pace 
after his impromptu gas stop. “I hit a 
rock with the bleeder bolt on the front 
caliper. Every time I pulled in the brake 
it just bled, and pretty soon it was gone. 
I could have gotten at least fourth if that 
hadn't happened.” 

The next rider to drop off the lead 
pace was Summers, who lost second 
place to Plessinger in traffic. “I went 
outside of a lapper and the guy came 
out on me and Plessinger went by on 
the inside,” explained Summers. “Then 
on the last lap I had another altercation 
with a lapper and ended up falling and 
hitting my head. I lost my goggles and 
that really affected me. Scott and Rod- 
ney were out of my sight at that point 
but I was able to get within about 10 sec- 
onds before I ran out of time.” 

“Summers fell or something five 
miles before the finish, and I started 
pushing Rodney really hard,” said 
Plessinger. “We put 20 or 25 seconds on 
Scott, so I had time to try some things 
on Rodney. I figured there were two 
places to try to get him on the last lap. 
The first one had a lapped rider in front 
of both of us and he pointed Rodney off 
to the line I had picked at. That left me 
with one last chance in the last turn. I 
pushed Rodney really hard so he would 
pass up the line on the inside of the 
turn. You see, if you weren’t ready to hit 
that line you wouldn’t make it. He went 
outside and I ducked in and came right 
in front of him. Clean pass.” 

* “Well, that sucked,” said Smith. 
“Everything went fine until the last 
turn! I knew that it was coming, too. He 
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Indy winner Scott Plessinger is now in the driver’s seat with just one round left in the series. 





tried the same thing the lap before, but I 
had momentum that time. In my mind I 
knew he would try that, but I hadn’t 
been there (on the inside) to take the line 
from him. As we came racing up to it, I 
didn’t know where it was. I went too 
fast and then hesitated. That little bit 
gave him that extra second he needed 
and he gassed it. I knew it was over! I 
could see the finish line and there was 
no time to get him back. Looking back, I 
should’ve committed to my own line 
and stayed with him. We both rode a 
good race, but I’m mad because I made 
the mistake.” 

“My title chances are pretty slim 
now,” added Smith. “If Summers had 
won, it would’ve been better for me. 
Now I need to win and have Plessinger 
finish fifth or worse and have Summers 
get third or worse. I know there will be 
a lot of motocrossers, too, like Jason 
McCormick and Lance Smail. That may 
or may not help me. I just have to beat 
everyone no matter what.” 

“Tve got a six-point lead, so I can fin- 
ish second to Scott and still win,” rea- 
soned Plessinger as he previewed the 
final round. “Hopefully, I will just win 
and get it over with.” 

“I have to win and Rodney has to 
beat Scott,” figured Summers. “Rodney 
pretty much got eliminated because he 
had to win the last two or hope for a 
double DNF by Scott and I at the last 
round. I think it’s between me and Scott 
now.” Sounds familiar, doesn’t it?” €N

classic style. Although 

clearly and consistently 
the fastest man out there, the title chase 
ran to the penultimate race, and he won 
by the relatively narrow margin of 33 
points. This after claiming seven more 
race wins to bring his grand total to 26, 
fourth overall behind Giacomo. Agostini 
(68), Mike Hailwood (37) and Eddie 
Lawson (31). 

Doohan was dominant early in the 
season too, but proved prone to incon- 
sistency, crashing out of two. consecu- 
tive races to lose the title lead to rival 
Daryl Beattie. He got it back again when 
Beattie had a hiccup, and until the 10th 
GP in the Czech Republic, he was not 
once beaten in a straight fight. He failed 
to win two out of the next three races 
too, but by now he had a title lead to 
consider. 

Now 30, former Australian Gold 
Coast swimming-pool builder Doohan 
is now a millionaire tax exile living in 
Monaco, with a Ferrari in the garage, 
and a vast off-shore speed boat awaiting 
his pleasure in Australia. In between 
came a meteoric rise through Australian 
Production and Superbike racing to hit 
the GP stage in 1989. 

He was special from the start. Even 
as a GP novice, he renegotiated his HRC 
contract with a bigger bonus for win- 
ning, and less for other rostrum posi- 
tions. “I’m not interested in coming sec- 
ond or third,” he told them. 

Three years later, his new “Big Bang” 
Honda apparently almost invincible, he 
was sailing to his first world title when 
he suffered near-crippling leg injuries at 
Assen. 

` His fight back to world dominance 
and the championship this year and last 
has been an inspiring tale of determina- 
tion and innovation, adapting the works 
Honda (with a thumb-operated rear 
brake) to compensate for a useless right 
ankle, and perfecting an approach 
where he never seemed happy unless 
right at the limit. 

In that time, Doohan has proven in 
many ways that his image of being “a 
laid-back Aussie” was a shallow publici- 


ty myth. Instead, like all the great cham- ` 


pions before and after, he has a frighten- 
ing streak of determination and sheer 
courage that the ordinary man can only 
wonder at. 

The struggle showed also as he 
developed an increasingly spiky per- 
sona. His mother Colleen says there are 
days when they dare not go near him; 
crew-chief Jerry Burgess says that “Mick 
can get pretty edgy. The way I treat him 
is that he’s always right, even when he’s 
wrong.” But those who work with him 
are also inspired by both his polished 
riding talent and his raw competitive 
drive. 

Many people found the rough edge 
of his tongue during 1995, and new 
blonde girlfriend Selina Sines found her- 
self the frequent buffer in some fierce 
encounters - and her sunny smile was 
usually a big help. Nor does Mick have 
much of a reputation as a great talker. 
One frustrated Australian sports writer 
described him as “about as interesting 
to interview as a paper cup.” 

For these and other reasons I 
approached this interview with a certain 
trepidation. I found a changed man. His 
second title won, his 1996 plans “99-per- 
cent settled,” he was in a casual, friend- 
ly and even expansive mood, and talked 
with striking clarity and frankness on 











far-ranging issues. I felt ashamed of 
every negative thing I'd written about 
his moodiness through the year. 

Here’s how the conversation went. 
Was the second title harder than the 
first? 

Definitely. Especially a third of the way 
through the season. I put a lot of pres- 
sure on myself to win. A lot, and that 
made it harder probably just dealing 
with that. It was more precious to me - I 
didn’t just want to win one title and 
that'd be it. 

Kevin Schwantz always said there was 
more motivation in winning races than 
titles. You've also always said you're a 
race-by-race man. 

Yeah - it’s pretty hard at the beginning 
of the year to say okay, I’m going to win 
the championship. It's a lot easier to say 
than for it to happen. Whereas you can 
say you're going to win a race, and you 
know that there's a good chance you're 
going to. 

A championship comes - obviously 
by being consistent. But generally it's 





the guy who wins the most races. So 
what Kevin's saying... it’s also my 
approach. Take each race as it comes, 
and if you've got enough at the end of 
the year to be the champion, well and 
good, but it’s a bonus. 

At the end of last year you were very 
matter of fact: The championship was 
just a Number One that you stick on 
the bike, and you can’t even see it 
when you're riding. 

That's pretty much what it is. It's what 
you're there for, for the team and every- 
one and for yourself. But you’re no dif- 
ferent from everyone else out there. You 
still have to compete against everybody, 
and they all want what you have. So 
you're a target as well. 

At the end of the day everyone's the 

same really. It’s just whoever kinda 
lucks in. - 
What about the off-track pressures on 
the World Champion? You seem to 
find that irksome. You said to me in 
Brazil that you “didn’t go racing to be 
an ambassador.” 





I don’t think anybody does (laughs). I 
don’t mind that side of it, but I don’t 
like people who want to perceive that 
it’s the main aim of being-a World 
Champion. That your main job is to be 
curator of some new empire. It’s just 
not. You’re here to do the same job as 
last year, before you were World Cham- 
pion. 

The way everyone goes into motor- 
cycle racing - they don’t want to be 
World Champion so they can become an 
ambassador for the sport, and go on to 
bigger and better things later on. 

First and foremost, I’m a motorcycle 
racer. I don’t pretend to be anything but 
a motorcycle racer, and I try and just do 
that as best I can, rather than do every- 
thing half all right. 

This year things got pretty rocky with 
the specialist racing press. 

I think the biggest thing that upset me, 
which is fair, was when I did crash in 
Spain and then in Germany... everyone 
likes a bit of controversy and it opened 
up the championship. But I didn’t 











agree with people writing about how 
and why I crashed - and then asking 
me later. At that time I was thinking 
totally about the championship. So 
when people came and asked me what 
happened I didn't have the time to sit 
down and say, “Well, hang on a 
minute: I'Il go over all this with you 
even though you've already written it. 
Why do you really want to know?“ I 
just couldn't be bothered. I was there to 
try and regain the championship. I was 
almost 30 points down, so that was my 
main focus - the pressure I put on 
myself. 

Would you describe yourself as easy- 
going? Ever? 

Easygoing? I think so. I think I'm 
focused on what I'm doing, espečially at 
the race track. Away from the race track 
I'm totally different. It depends with 
who, and what they’re wanting from 
me. There are certain people I can deal 
with because they know how to deal 
with me, and other people who want to 
play games, and I couldn't even be both- 
ered playing the game. 





there’d be less pressure in that sense... 
trying to stay on the thing. But it was 
never a realistic kind of option. I'll be 
here next year, 99 percent. 

The other thing was nearly moving to 
Yamaha for next year. I understand 
Wayne Rainey and Kenny Roberts 
were involved in two separate offers. 
What was that all about? 

I'm not getting into details, but Wayne 
and I had been talking from early on in 
the season. Suzuki also were keen early 
on in the season, because of Kevin and 
so on. They’d be a good team, but I fig- 
ured that with a young guy. there, 
they'd probably be better off working 
with Daryl. Wayne’s thing seemed pret- 
ty good to me. Like a new team, so 
there’d be plenty of enthusiasm. I feel 
sorry for Wayne in the way things all 
fell over. 

We'd got to the point of talking fig- 
ures and so on, and then another offer 
did come in. And that’s where it all 
went wrong. There was mass confusion 
everywhere. It wasn’t so much people 
fighting over me, it was just negotia- 





ings, because of the mass confusion. The 
biggest person I feel sorry for is Wayne, 
because we had a good thing going 
there at one stage. 

It wasn’t so much that... you know, 
Honda’s great and I’m glad I’m still 
here. It was just to do something differ- 
ent. Show up in different color leathers... 
keep the motivation there. 

Was there some special motivation 
about wanting to win on an underdog, 
a disfavored bike? 

You see, I don’t believe that totally. And 
they also realize it’s not the bad bike it’s 
made out to be. Eddie Lawson won the 
championship in 1988 on it, Rainey was 
leading in 1989 when he crashed in Swe- 
den and lost it to Eddie on the Honda, 
which was a terrible monster that year. 
And Wayne won in 1990, 1991, 1992 - 
admittedly I was injured, but he still 
won. In 1993 he was leading the cham- 
pionship when he was injured. They 
had some in-house problems more so 
than anything in 1994. It’s been a cham- 
pionship-winning machine for so long - 
and yet it’s the biggest heap of junk out 





Do you ever feel pressure from Honda 
or the sponsors - to be like some sort of 
a performing monkey? 

None whatsoever. They know the way I 
am. They could have someone who 
doesn’t win races, and he can be the best 
PR guy in the world, but what's better 
in the end for promotion? 

I do give a lot of interviews. No end 
of people have come down to Monaco, 
and that’s where I give the best inter- 
views. I’m not saying I’m the easiest 
person to deal with, but I’m not the 
most difficult. 

What's the next ambition? 

Three (championships) would be better 
than two. 

At the start of the year, you spoke 
about possibly going superbike racing. 
That was just speculation that got built 
up into something bigger. I said to a 
reporter that perhaps one day if I got 
bored with GPs that I might go and race 
superbikes again - just for a different 
environment and to have a bit of fun. A 
superbike’s an easier bike to ride, so 





tions broke down within the whole 
infrastructure of the thing.

I 
said, “This is what I want. If you guys 
can come up with this figure then I’m 
happy to stay here.” On the Thursday 
before Rio, they’d seen Bennetton and 
Repsol and got some more finances, so 
they said that’s no problem. So then I 
said yeah, and in the meantime nothing 
got clearer at the other side. 

I don’t think there’s any hard feel- 





there (laughs). And when Luca (Cadalo- 
ra) wants to ride it, you can’t catch him. 

The Honda has an obvious top-speed 
advantage, in the later parts of the 
straights and so on. But I believe their 
thing jumps a little bit better out of the 
turns, and turns in a little bit better. It 
seems more nimble. 

The Suzuki just seems an overall 
good package, if you see what Doug 
Chandler did in 1992 on it, and Alex 
Barros in 1993 - he’d have been further 
up the championship if he hadn’t 
thrown it away every time he got in 
front. So he was good on it, but all he 
wanted was a Honda - and now he’s got 
one. (Upon which he has consistently 
failed to hold the pace.) Now he wants a 
Yamaha, apparently, because he rode 
one at the Superprestigio last year and it 
handled so good tacks again). 

The grass is always greener on the 
other side. I don’t think the motorcycle 
would be a big factor. It doesn’t really 
bother me if people say that the Honda’s 
the best bike so things are easy for you. 








The people out there on the race track 
know ai the situation is. The Yamaha 
was good for a long period of time. The 
Honda was a rocket ship, but everyone 
who jumped on a Yamaha was going 
good. It all goes around in circles. 

I think the biggest influencing factor 
in any era has been the rider. A good 
guy on a bad bike is not going to work. 
Put a good guy on the best bike and it's 
definitely an advantage. But you could 
put a good guy on a medium bike as 
well and you're not too far out of the 
ballpark. 

I never really guestioned the strength 
of the Yamaha. With an off-season of 
testing I figured we could probably get 
it to a point where it's half-decent. 

You caused a big stir during the year 
when you said in an interview that 
“racing is boring.” Is it hard to find the 
motivation when there's a generation 
gap behind you? 

It's not so much that - what I was saying 
there is it was boring compared to like 
1991 when there was Eddie Lawson, 
myself, Wayne Gardner, Wayne Rainey, 
Kevin Schwantz... You didn’t have time 
to think about anything except trying to 
get to the checkered flag. I was saying 
it’s boring as shit right now compared to 
that - but that it won’t be too long before 
these guys come on through, because 
they’ve got someone to chase. 

When you're chasing somebody, you 
eventually rise to that level. Somebody’s 
setting the level, and guys eventually 
come to it, and - unfortunately - keep 
going as well. 

As you see now by the lap times, 
people are coming good. Whether it’s an 
end-of-season spurt or not is another 
thing. I still believe these guys have got 
better. Not all of them, but there’s guys 
out there who have definitely picked up 
the pace a lot. So that makes it more 
interesting. 

At the time I gave that interview, 
sure, it was... I'd get out there and be 
thinking what the hell is going on? In 
Spain when I crashed, the tires were a 
bit loose - the thing snapped out side- 
ways and got to full lock, and then 
threw me off. In Germany - whether it 
was down to cold tires or what, I really 
don’t know what happened. It seemed 
so easy to go back by Daryl. I had a 
moment down the bottom of the hill, 
and then I'm just thinking about sitting 
behind him and next minute I'm in front 
of him again. So I'm thinking, hang on a 
minute - I hadn't even planned on pass- 
ing you and I'm back in front. (Moments 
later, Doohan - riding with a freshly bro- 
ken finger in a special splint - crashed 
for a second time that weekend.) 

It was a little bit like that when I 
caught him in Buenos Aires as well. I 
caught him, I could have gone straight 
by, but I just shut down and sat behind 
him for a few laps. I thought - I've been 
here before and the next lap I crashed, 
so let's just sit down and see what 
you're doing. Before, you didn’t have a 
lot of time to sit down and play games 
in the races. It was more or less race to 
the end. 

And you prefer that? 

Well, yeah. I think everyone does. The 
race goes a lot quicker. But I’m not say- 
ing, and I never was saying, that these 
guys are bad. I said there’s a few guys 


„who don’t deserve the bikes they’ve got 


- you know the way they rise to the 
occasion every now and then. There’s a 
lot of guys out there who'd like to be on 
the motorcycles and I think could do 
good jobs on them. 

I think some of the guys in World 
Superbike would like to be here - young 
guys with plenty of enthusiasm. And 
that’s where the future lies, I believe. 
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Not stringing 
along guys 

who've been there, 
and... like we know the way he is. 

A lot of guys out there, if they finish 
on the rostrum, that's a great result. 
People like myself and, I believe, Daryl 
as well, second - you've lost. That's not 
a result. You know, take second if 
you've got to, but you've lost. There's 
only one winner. 

Putting Daryl aside, who do you see as 
next year's rivals? 

Obviously Luca. If he can... if he rides 
like he rides at the end of the season all 
through the year he's a definite champi- 
onship threat. If there's talk of (John) 
Kocinski coming back, it's the same with 
him. If he can piece the season together 
then he's a definite threat. His record 
again is a little bit patchy, though maybe 
a year out will give him the motivation 
to carry him through a whole season. 

Then there’s people you just don’t 
know, like what they’ve been doing in 
the off-season. There are people who are 
so close, like Alex Criville, (Alberto) 
Puig, and (Carles) Checa... 

Scott Russell, I believe - it'll probably 
go to his head - but with an off-season of 
testing I think he’ll be quite quick next 
year. He’s come in and found the 500 a 
little bit difficult. That’s normal, the 
same as the 250 guys. But he can pro- 
duce the lap time. With more time on 
the bike, I think he’s going to be a good 
show next year. You mightn’t want to 
show him that until the end of next year 
(laughs). He seems to be quite cocky. I 
don’t mind the guy, but he seems to get 
carried away with himself a little bit. 
Which is good for the sport, I guess. But 
he really has got talent. 

When I came into the 500 class (in 
1989) it was a bit different. It was all A- 
and B-spec tires, and different levels of 
motorcycles. Now when you get on a 
Honda, it’s a Honda, and a Suzuki is a 
Suzuki, and everyone gets the same tires 
from Michelin. All the same, I remember 
hopping off a superbike - and I didn’t 
have bad results on a superbike - onto a 
500, and how physically harder it was to 
ride on the limit, and to stay on the bike. 
I looked at Eddie Lawson or people like 
that, and thought, “how can you sit on it 
and reel off lap after lap, time after 
time?” I think it’s just a matter of time. 
Nobody’s come in off a superbike and 
got out there winning. 

Superbikes do seem to be pretty good 
training. More so maybe even than dirt 
track. 

The best. Dirt bikes are, good for learn- 
ing about the bike moving around - the 
basic skill of riding a motorcycle. But it’s 
a totally different slide from a 500. It’s 
obviously good for balance and throttle 
control, but it’s a different slide. You've 
got your foot out, and the thing fully 
locked up. 

A superbike, whether or not it’s flex, 
or whatever, it’s forever moving 
around. It’s got enough power to wheel- 
spin. It’s a heavy thing that you’ve got 
to force from side to side. It makes the 
best training ground for a 500. 

A 250 as a racing bike really does 
nothing wrong. So they jump on a 500, 
and as soon as they push it to the point 
that it’s starting to buck and weave they 
find themselves in deep trouble. They“ll 
try and get that out of the motorcycle, 
but you just don’t get it out. You have to 
kind of go above that. That’s where the 
superbike guys... the bike’s never per- 
fect, whether it’s suspension or flexing 
or twitching or whatever. That’s why 
they adapt better. 

When it comes to bike development, 
what are you looking for in a bike? 
I wish I knew. That's one reason I really 









wanted a new teammate for next year. 
Somebody with a gung-ho approach, 
with the same sort of feeling that second 
isn’t good enough. 

Basically, I feel we need it to handle a 
bit better. To steer a bit better mid-turn. 
And acceleration. Top speed’s always 
been there. I’ve been asking for many 
years, forget about top speed. Let's get 
the thing to accelerate better from A to 
B. 

We haven't changed the chassis since 
1991 - it’s exactly the same. Alex Criville 
is on my bikes from last year - my 801 
and 802, which are the same as this 
year’s. Again in 1994 he had my bikes 
from 1993. The same chassis. The sus- 
pension’s obviously been the key thing. 
Only small changes, just to make it a lit- 
tle bit better. 

The big improvements have been 
with the tires as far as corner-speed 
grip. You’re not seeing as much side- 
ways action. 

The motor, the biggest thing we’ve 
changed over the years is the way the 
power comes - like in 1992 when we had 
the close-firing-order engine, then in 
1993 it got peaky again, but then we 
brought it back. The evolution is a lot 
more electronic gadgets. (Honda, like 








The new twin-cylinder may be the 
future as well. So far so good, with all 
the reports on that. 

Is the two-cylinder attractive to you? 

If it’s competitive when we go testing in 
November - I'll be testing it. If it's good 
enough, I'll be using it. That may be 
something. It’s about the same width as 
a 250. It may be a bit physically bigger. 
Again it’s got 250-riders’ input, so 
maybe we can find an improvement 
there. 

Realistically, I’m no engineer, I can 
only say what I feel. And I’ve been rid- 
ing for seven seasons for Honda, so I 
haven't ridden another motorcycle for a 
long time, to see if they do something 
better than ours. I can only say we 
should try this or try that. But I’m no 
engineer and I don’t pretend to be a sort 
of whizbang setup magician. I think I’ve 
got a fair handle on how to set this bike 
up, but as far as building another motor- 
cycle to outperform this one, it’s a diffi- 
cult job. 

None of the others have matched it, 
have they? 

They’re getting closer. 

Aside from going off the track, you 
were only actually beaten twice this 
year, by Cadalora, late in the year. 





Suzuki, has a sort of traction-control 
system to reduce wheelspin. Doohan 
leaves his switched off - his traction con- 
trol is in his wrist.) 

The chassis has got to the point that 
every time we try to change it a bit... I 
don’t know if you remember everyone 
used to say the single-crank syndrome. 
That it used to run wide all the time. 
Now when we do change it it seems that 
we're pushing the front everywhere. 

I did quite a lot of testing in Japan to 
get it the way it is. And everyone liked 
the way it turned, a little bit heavier. 
Except Wayne Gardner, who changed 
the engine position to put it back the 
way he liked it. Obviously, it’s the 
engine-up position. Basically he liked it 
down low so it fell in easier, and was 
also easier to flick left and right. The 
Honda’s probably a little bit heavier, so 
people like Loris Capirossi, small guys, 
going from side to side, it seems to help 
that the motor’s up. If you put it down, 
all the weight seems to push it on out. 
You put it higher, at least it seems to 
stay down and carry on round. 

We've played with many different 
things and every time we’ve ended up 
going back to what we had - to the point 
that we wonder if it’s just me, like an 
old hand. That’s why I want someone 
else to come in and say, “No, to me this 
feels better, or my paddock scooter’s 
better than this thing.” 





(He was beaten again the next day, 
into an unaccustomed fourth; his 
team acknowledged a rare suspen- 
sion setting error.) How strong was 
the element of looking after the title 
points? 

To a certain degree, especially in Rio. In 
Brno we just ran out of tire. We chose 
basically the same tires we ran the year 
before. At the end of that race I was say- 
ing they were good enough for the job 
we had to do (he won, and secured his 
first title), but we wouldn’t want to push 
much harder. And this year’s race time 
was a hell of a lot quicker than 94. We 
just ran out of tires, and Luca - good on 
him, Dunlop came through with’a better 
package for him. 

In Brazil, I think again they had the 
better package. But again I didn’t want 
to make any mistakes, we weren’t hav- 
ing a lot of grip. On the first lap I let him 
go - he went away a little bit. I felt like 
he’d come back, and Daryl I knew was a 
fair way back. So it was just a matter of 
putting the pressure on him and see if 
he'd make a mistake. I didn’t really have 
that much confidence to just take strides 
out of him. But again I wasn’t pushing 
to the maximum like I had to in Buenos 
Aires (where he came through to win 
race and championship) to catch the 
guys up. 

It’s not the way I like to race, but 
after having the off-track excursions and 





a few crashes earlier in the year it got to 
the point where we really had to pre- 
serve what we had. 

This winter will be your first without 
surgery since 1992, will it? 

(Knocks on wood) Touch wood. I was 
going to have some surgery on my toes 
again. I had some bone removed from 
them last winter, but they've started to 
curl back up again. So I was going to get 
the tendons cut just to relieve pressure 
when I’m walking, without shoes and so 
on. They’re pushing down on the 
ground like this. I’ve decided to put that 
off until it’s totally necessary. Or until I 
stop racing. 

I don’t feel like another operation 
when I really don’t need it. It’s a little bit 
uncomfortable, and I am going to San 
Francisco the week after this to have it 
looked at. I don’t really want to be 
chopped up again. 

This last winter I was like heavily 
drugged out for a couple of weeks try- 
ing to get the ankle into a better posi- 
tion, in such a short time period. I was 
just cranking it up and on pain killers 
and sleeping tablets, and then straight 
out of there. I had to go to Japan and do 
all sorts of things. I wouldn’t like to go 
through that again. 

My leg’s better for walking around 
now, especially in shoes. 

Have you bought yourself a present for 
winning the title? 

No. (Laughs) 

You already had one - that yellow 
thing. (A dazzling Ferrari F355 is 
prominent in the paddock parking lot, 
with a scrape scar on its right-hand 
flank attracting much attention.) 

At the beginning of the year, yeah. I 
scratched it the other night, getting it 
out of the garage. I hadn’t driven it for a 
while. I have a Range Rover there that I 
normally use. It’s fairly tight with the 
garage space. The Range Rover’s no 
problem. But the Ferrari's wider - it just 
caught the edge. It’s a bit of a bummer. 
What's it like? 

Really good. Really good - a lot of fun. I 
drove it up to Andorra on Wednesday 
night. A friend of mine lives up there. 
That was fun heading up the mountains 
there. 

For a present - round about Decem- 
ber I want to go back to Australia and 
just cruise the Barrier Reef for a couple 
of weeks. Send the boat up north, then 
jump on it and come back down to the 
Gold Coast on the thing, with my broth- 
er and a few friends, island-hopping. 
Last year Daryl and myself and a few 
other guys and girls jumped on it and 
went from the Gold Coast to Hamilton 
Island. 

I’m trying to kinda get that sched- 
uled in, and that'll be my present. 

Do you have to navigate by the stars 
and stuff? 

(Laughs) We have a skipper, so we can 
have a drink or two on the way. 

Are you a happy man? 

Yeah, I think so. 

Happier because of the title? 
Definitely happier, yeah. It got to the 
point last year that it seemed no matter 
what I did I couldn’t win the champi- 
onship. So I felt if it would come, it 
would come. But I really didn’t want to 
win just one championship. That doesn’t 
mean that now I’ve won two I don’t 
want another one. 

I put more pressure on myself to win 
this championship, and that was why I 
was seen to be not so happy. There were 
different circumstances around every- 
thing that led to that. I feel a lot more 
relaxed now. 

All in all, I think I’m fairly happy. 
Other than that everyone could be bet- 
ter. €N 





Scott Time and Observation Trial

YORKSHIRE, ENGLAND, OCT. 22 

he infamous Scott Time and Observa- 

tion Trial, run as usual on the York- 

shire moors, has many traditions? One 

is that the weather has to be cold and 

wet - very wet. Bottomless peat bogs 
and swiftly flowing creeks are every- 
where, waiting to trap the riders and 
drown the bikes. But not this year. Riders 
at the 1995 running of the Scott were 
lucky like never before as England’s 
amazing, record-breaking hot, hot sum- 
mer evolved into a warm Indian sum- 
mer. The moors were as dry as anyone 
has known them, water in the creek beds 
was no more than a trickle, and the pace 
of the trial was going to be fast. Very fast. 

Steve Colley, with two wins already 
in this classic event, was a hot favorite 
for a third win on his factory Gas Gas. 
Heading the challenge was Yamaha 
rider Rob Crawford, winner of a Beta 
back in 1990, with Montesa’s Wayne 
Braybrook and Scorpa’s Graham Jarvis 
as outsiders. Jarvis would be good in the 
sections - but would he be fast enough? 
In the Scott you have to be quick as well 
as accurate. 

Matt Chambers, riding his heavily 
modified Triumph Cub twin shock, was 
first away from the start at 9 a.m., and 
with riders getting away at 20-second 
intervals, it was 9:34 before Colley shot 
off the starting ramp and away towards 
the first section. Just one minute and 20 
seconds after Colley came Crawford, 
and a few seconds later came Jarvis. 

Colley set a cracking pace, and was 
slicing through earlier starters just 10 
minutes into the trial as he cleaned the 
photographers’ favorite Scott hazard, 
Orgate Falls, but unfortunately with so 
little water there was to be no magic in 
the shots as riders traversed the creek 
under a normally foaming waterfall. 

‘Crawford followed, just out of eye- 
sight of Colley who was up ahead, losing 
the trial - although he didn’t know it at 
the time! Such was the Gas Gas man’s 
haste that he took a sneaky line and total- 
ly missed the fourth section. The result- 
ing 50-mark penalty was to drop the 
favorite right down to seventh in the end. 

That something was amiss was 
known at the first refueling check when 
knowledge of Colley’s passing through 
surprised several riders. “He’s in front of 
me, but he sure didn’t come past me,” 
said Braybrook. 

On and on, throughout the morning, 
the trial sped, with warm weather bring- 
ing out hordes of spectators who tried 
hard to keep pace with the action, their 
cars and bikes snaking across the moor- 
land roads to get to sections with names

that carry the character of the Scott - 
Washfold, Bridge End, Whaw Bridge, 
Black Hills, Grand Canyon, Surrender, 
Rawcroft, Rock Garden and Goats 
Splash. All came and went under the 
spinning wheels of tortured bikes and 
sweating, heavy bodies of the riders. 

Because of the unusually dry condi- 
tions, the leaders were well up on the 
projected times and at 2 p.m. exactly - 
four hours 27 minutes and 47 seconds 
after he started - Crawford blasted up 
the finishing straight to be the first man 
home and also to set the fastest time. For 
every two minutes everyone else took 
after Rob they would lose one time 
mark. Colley was just two minutes 
behind after having his chain come off 
just two miles from home. 

“No problems at all today, but we 
were going fast, and I mean quick,” said 
Crawford. “I really flew after the 
halfway check and could see Steve just 
ahead. I had to leave him.” 

“I missed a section, didn’t I?” admit- 
ted Colley. “What a donkey. No bonus 
money today - all that effort for noth- 
ing!“ 

But even if Colley had not missed the 


“ section - subtracting the 50 penalty 


points from his total - he still would 
have finished second to Crawford. 

Jarvis - best on observation on just 29 
marks - came in with a face black with 
muck and swollen after a big crash.

“I pulled off the track into the heather 
to pass another rider, hit a rock and went 
over the bars,” said Jarvis. “I lost a lot of 
time straightening the bike out and later 
had to swap the front wheel.” 

Stories of punctures in the dry condi- 
tions were everywhere - multi-time win- 
ner Phil Alderson managed no fewer 
than five flats, three rear and two front 
on his TYZ. 

“Tt was still the easiest Scott ever,” 
stated Alderson, and this was echoed by 
twice winner Gerald Richardson, who 
has 15 consecutive Scotts under his 
wheels. 

“Last year was much tougher, very 
wet, and longer” said Richardson. “This 
year was okay.” 

Woody Hole, Tommi Ahvala’s min- 
der at World rounds, came home in 
eighth place, grinning as usual. 

“I don’t know why I do the sections. I 
just like blitzing along the moors,” Hole 
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said. “I’ve got black butt, though. I lost 
the rear fender in one of my crashes.” 

The speed of Crawford and Colley 
(only four minutes down) can be judged 
against sixth finisher John Shirt, who was 
third best on observation, having lost 58 
marks, but whose time was exactly one 
hour slower than Crawford, which 
added a further 30 points to his total. 

It may have been “easy” but it is all 
relative. Easier means faster; in the case 
of Crawford and Colley, it means insane- 
ly fast. For the clubman, desperate to be 
officially classed as a finisher, which 
means within two and a half hours of 
standard time (set by the fastest rider), it 
was every bit as hard to beat the clock. 
Just ask New Jersey rider Bob Howard, 
who competed in his fourth Scott Trial, 
and for the fourth time, failed to make 
the cut. o

nowing full well that they 
Ki had a good thing going 

with the 1995 CR250, Honda 
opted to refine the bike for '96, rather 
than trashing it and starting from 
scratch. And you know what? Refine- 
ments are about all that the CR250 need- 
ed to keep it at the head of the 250cc 
class pack in '96. 

The new color scheme is the first 
thing that most people notice, but in 
actuality, there's much more than meets 
the eye. Of all the “refined” bikes that 
we've tested through the years, the '96 
Honda CR250 is perhaps the most 
improved of the bunch. In this case, a 
little really does egual a lot. 


ON THE STAND 


Hondas have always been known for 
their awesome motors, so we'll start 
there. All that was done to improve the 
engine were a few minor modifications - 
the exhaust port was narrowed slightly 
from 44.4mm to 43.7mm, and the bore of 
the Keihin carburetor was enlarged to 
38.3. Honda claims that these small 
changes result in better low-end and 
midrange power, as well as greater peak 
power. A 50-tooth rear sprocket replaces 
the 49 of last year, 

In the cases, a new shorter shift shaft 
is claimed to reduce the amount of fric- 
tion and provide smoother shifts under 
hard acceleration. Last year, we had 
troubles with our test bike's kickstarter 
gear breaking repeatedly, and are glad 
to hear that Honda has beefed up the 
troublesome gears considerably for '96. 

The biggest change for '96 is in the 
suspension department. Kayaba’s huge 
46mm inverted cartridge forks grace the 
front of the machine, and are compli- 
mented by an all-new shock out back. 
The forks also boast larger internal car- 
tridges, which are up in size from 25 to 
28mm. What's the advantage of a larger 
cartridge? The greater volume of oil 
flowing through the unit improves 
damping characteristics and offers a 
wider range of adjustability. The larger 
fork diameter adds nothing but greater 
rigidity and stability - even though the 
legs are considerably larger than their 
predecessors, they are only a tad heav- 
ier. 

The shock is equally as trick. The 
Kayaba unit boasts 7mm more travel 
than last year’s, bringing the stroke up 
to 323mm, and - like the forks - a new 
larger piston pumps inside the shock 
body. The big news are the high- and 
low-speed compression adjusters. For 
the first time, Honda riders can fine tune 
their suspension to the same degree as 
the factory riders. Is it a blessing or a 


























curse? For some riders, the dual 
adjusters may be just another thing to 
play with and set up incorrectly, but for 
some, the clickers may be the ultimate. 
Patience and a good feel for what the 
bike is doing are needed to make the 
most of the new feature. 

For improved maintenance, the bear- 
ings and collars at the top and bottom of 
the shock are now designed to stay in 
place while the shock is removed from 
the chassis. For the same reason, the 
locating pin on the air-filter element 
cage was elongated, making it easier to 
reinstall the filter. 

Chassis-wise, the CR was left basical- 
ly unchanged, with the exception of the 
footpeg mounting position. In order to 
open up the riding position, the foot- 
pegs were lowered 5mm, and the han- 
dlebars were moved 10mm forward. 

And of course, the bike has taken on 
a new flourescent red, white and black 
color scheme, similar to that run by the 
factory race team throughout '95. No, 
the 1-800-Collect logos are not included. 


BRAAAP! 


A few weeks before we took delivery 
of our 1996 Honda CR250 test bike, we 
ran into Honda R&D rider Rich Taylor 
at a local track. In addition to contesting 
most of the Supercross and 250cc 
National Series, Taylor is one of the 
main American test riders used by 
Honda for CR development. “The new 
250 is awesome,” raved Taylor. “The 
motor is even better than before.” 

We must admit that we were skepti- 
cal. After all, the CR250 engine has long 
been one of, if not the best, 250cc-class 
motors around. In ‘95, Honda smoothed 
out the hit of the CR motor and we 
loved it even more than we had the '94 
version. How could they possibly make 
the motor even better? 

As soon as we threw a leg over the 
new CR, however, we knew that Taylor 
had been right. Incredibly, the newest 
version of the CR250 engine is even 
smoother than it was before. A wide 
spread of power from the bottom to the 
top pulls smoothly and predictably, 
without having that slow feeling that 
other manufacturers’ “smooth” motors 
sometimes have. The power delivery is 
steady and strong, and the motor is just 
as effective being lugged or screamed. 
We preferred a happy medium between 
the two. 

Extra power is always on tap with 
the CR. A stab at the clutch lever is all 
that it takes to get things going, especial- 
ly on supercross-style courses. Sit-down 
takeoffs from tight, inside lines are a 
breeze. 

As always, the clutch action is 
superb. The feel at the lever is excellent, 
and the clutch usually shows no signs of 
fading under heavy abuse. Only our 
most clutch-happy tester was able to 
make the clutch fade, and that was on a 
sand track. 

As far as the rest of the bike goes, the 
story is the same - it’s even better. At the 
same time that a CR250 is expected to be 
super fast, it’s usually expected to be a 
little twitchy up front. Is the story the 
same in '96? In a nutshell, no. The 46mm 
Kayaba inverted forks do wonders for 
the new CR. The huge legs yield a cushy 
ride over the small bumps, yet absorb 
the rudest landings without a whimper. 
Square edges are no longer your enemy 
on the CR - they’re hardy noticeable if 
attacked with the correct body position- 
ing and throttle application. You do 
your part, and the forks will do theirs. 
As for slap-down landings, well, one 
tester actually looked forward to them 
on Carlsbad Raceway’s infamous down- 
hill. The forks gobble up the jolt, and the

front end stays straight as an arrow. We 
initially set gur forks up on the stiff side, 
with the compression adjusters set at 
four clicks, but later installed a set of 
heavier .42 springs, which allowed us to 
back out on the adjusters a bit. 

As for the rear, none of our testers 
had any complaints about the stereotyp- 
ical Honda swapping. The back end 
isn’t as progressive as say, a Kawasaki 
or Yamaha, but still, the Honda does a 
fairly good job of providing a stable 
ride. The double compression adjust- 
ment makes fine tuning the ride to the 
nth degree possible, but plan to spend 
several hours - if not days - trying all of 
the different settings. A helpful hint - 
stay away from the two extremes - the 
best settings are right in the middle. The 
stock 5.6 spring should be acceptable for 
all but girthy or pro level riders. 

True to Honda form, the new CR250 
carves through turns like an electric 
knife though the Thanksgiving turkey. 
Point it where you want to go, and 
voilâ, you're there. The CR is just as 





happy sliding as it is tracking, and 
skilled riders can make the bike rail the 
outside line as well as any other 
machine. 

If the Honda could speak, and you 
asked it what its favorite track obstacle 
is, it would without a doubt reply, 


“jumps.” The CR loves to fly. Doubles, 
triples, table tops, fly aways - you name 
it, the Honda can do it all. Of all the 
Japanese 250s, the CR feels the most at 
home on steep-faced supercross-style 
obstacles. A stone-stock CR will bring 
out a little McGrath in everyone. In the 
air, the bike is neutral, easy to maneuver 
on, and quite responsive to corrective 
body English. 

Like power and suspension, comfort 
must be high on the priority list for 
Honda engineers. The new handlebar 
mounting position opens up the CR’s 
riding stance considerably, but we must 
admit that after using Applied Racing’s 
upper clamps with adjustable handlebar 
mounts, even the new, roomier position 
seems cramped in comparison. We ran 








our bars forward in the clamps to com- 
pensate for the sensation. As for the rest 
of the bike’s feel, the footpeg-to-seat 
relationship is just right for most riders, 
and the plastic bodywork offers a 
smooth surface to shift back and forth 
on. 

Honda elongated the locating pin on 
the air-filter cage, and we were delight- 
ed to find that the new pin does indeed 
make it much easier to reinstall the fil- 
ter. 

The brakes are awesome. Enough 
said. Same goes for the control levers, 
grips, and all-around quality of the 
machine. 


Thanks to the sorry state of the 
American dollar, the CR250 has gone up 
$400 in price. At $5499 the Honda 
CR250 isn’t cheap, but it is, in fact, the 
least expensive of the Japanese 250cc 
MX machines. What a bargain - a bike 
that could very well be the best, for less. 
While Cycle News believes the foregoing test reli- 
able, it is the opinion of the reviewers only and 
should not be relied upon in determining the per- 
formance or safety of the vehicle(s).

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AMA National Hare & Hound Championship Series

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, OCT. 22 
here was little left to win when 
the banner dropped for the last 
round of National Hare & 
Hound Championship Series. 
The overall title had been sewn up by 
Danny Hamel at the end of round four 
of the six-event series, and KTM’s Greg 
Zitterkopf had grabbed number two 
overall at the end of round five. 

But you wouldn’t have known it 
from the way that Ty Davis was riding. 

The Kawasaki Team Green racer was 
hard on the gas from the moment he 
kicked his Kawasaki KX500 to life - 
rocketing through the open desert, 
bouncing aggressively through the 
rocks, and gunning through the sand 
washes. The wide-open blitz put Davis 
out in front at the end of the first two 
miles and he kept his dazzling run 
going all the way to the finish. 

When the checkered flag dropped at 
the end of 80 miles, the Kawasaki hot- 
shot was almost seven minutes ahead of 
his nearest rival, and his last-ditch effort 
had catapulted him up to number three 
in the overall series points race. 

“I got the lead as we went over the 
first saddle at the end of the bomb run, 
and I led it from then on,” said Davis, 
who missed half the series in his success- 
ful quest for this year’s National Enduro 
title. “I know that leading all the way 
makes a boring story, but I'd much rather 
that the story was boring than exciting. It 
means it was an easier race for me.” 

The final event in the 1995 series was 
laid out by Southern California’s 100’s 
M.C. It consisted of two 40-mile loops, 
with a starting line that headed east 
from Bessemer Mine Road. 

The wind was blowing hard when 
the Amateur/Expert wave headed up 
the first valley and the powdery soil of 
the uphill bomb run made life miserable 
for racers on the down-wind side of the 
starting area. The only answer was to a 
way to the left or get out in front of the 
dust. 

Davis started on the far right and 
aimed for the head of the pack. 

“I chose the line to the right on the 
bomb, but I went past it,” he said, shak- 
ing his head. “I completely missed my 
trail and had to boonie-bash back over 
to it. Paul Krause passed me there and

we ended up side by side as wė went 
past the bomb.” 

A third Team Green rider, Ted Hun- 
nicutt, tried the “way to the left” 
approach. 

“I worked over to stay out of the dust 
but lots of guys went to the left with me 
and I ended up so far left it was impos- 
sible to tell what position I was in when 
I passed the bomb,” said Hunnicutt. 

Krause and Davis were side-by-side, 
battling for the lead, as they reached the 
bomb. 

“Krause passed me about half a mile 
after the bomb,” said Davis. “We were 
dicing back and forth, then there were 
all these rocks to the right and I said, 
‘Woah,’ and backed off a bit. I got him 
back right in the first saddle.” 

Krause’s first reaction was to fight 
back, but Davis’ high speed, plus the 
thick dust he was throwing up, soon 
changed his mind. 








“For the first couple of miles I 
thought I would try to race with him but 
he got going really fast,” said Krause. 
“Once he pulled out a little bit of dis- 
tance I just thought I would ride with- 
out dust, so I sat back a bit and just rode 
my own race.” 

Open Expert Dave Ondas, Vet con- 
tender Abe Baumann and Four-Stroke 
points leader Jeff Capt all got good 
starts and were running near the front 
of the pack as they headed into the 
first loop, and even 125cc hotshot 
John Braasch had something to cele- 
brate. 

“I had a really, really good start,” 
said Yamaha-mounted Braasch. “I had 
no dust all the way to the bomb and I 
was probably 25th or 26th when I went 
by it, which is great for a little bike.”

Further back in the pack, most of 
the racers were just trying to survive. 
Nick Pearson, the 17-year-old KTM ace 
who overalled round five of the series, 
was lagging behind after it took two 
kicks to get his 250cc mount up and 
running. A six- or seven-kick start left 
Vet 250 racer John Rudder even further 
behind and Hunnicutt was left back in 
the dust when his KX500 started foul- 
ing plugs. 

“It must have a main seal bad or 
something. It wasn’t running good off 
the bomb and it fouled a plug about 7 
miles into it,” said Hunnicutt, who 
changed the plug only to run into the 
same problem 10 miles later. “I was 
afraid it was going to end up leaving me 
in the middle of nowhere, so I called it 
quits at the end of the loop. It was really 
disappointing.” 

| Jim Gray also called it quits after he 
cartwheeled his KTM 360 in a wash 
early in the first loop. Gray reportedly 
hit a bush when he was riding in thick 
dust and catapulted from one side of the 
trail to the other, knocking the wind out 
of himself when he landed. 

Out in front, it was smooth sailing 
almost all the way for Davis, who put 
the 100’s M.C.’s generous course mark- 
ings to good use. 

“I can’t read terrain really well but 
they did an awesome job of marking it 
and that worked out good for me,” said 

"Davis. “There were a couple of road 
crossings that were kind of scary com- 
ing up at speed. There were so many 
road crossings out there and some you 
just couldn’t see. They started marking 
them and they were really easy ones, so 

| you'd get used to blowing through 
them, and then you'd hit one that was 
really gnarly. I had a couple of exciting 
moments in loop one with those.” 

Davis completed the first 40-mile 
loop in just under an hour and was 
nearly three minutes ahead of second- 
placed Krause as he powered off into 
loop two. Abe Baumann led the Over 30 
racers down pit row in third overall a 
minute behind Krause, with Ondas and 
Four-Stroke leader Capt hard on his 
heels, and Kawasaki-mounted Donnie 
Book brought the first 250cc entry into 
the pits in sixth overall, just ahead of 
KX250 rivals Steve Hengeveld and 
Destry Abbott. Drey Dircks’ Honda 
XR600R was the next bike through, and 
John Braasch rounded out the top 10, 

| four places ahead of Jimmy Lewis in the 
battle for 125cc honors. 

Speeds dropped as the racers entered 

| the tighter terrain of the second loop - 
terrain that earned high marks from 
everybody at the front of the pack. 

“Tt was a great course and a lot of it 
was new, which made it even better,” 
said Jeff Lundgreen, who was back in 
the mid-20s thanks to a two-kick start. 





but still finished 
eighth overall. 


“It was a-pretty challenging course all 
the way and that second loop was 
tough. You had a lot of side hills with 
virgin rocks - the type that rolled 
around when you rode on them.” 

“Loop two was a little technical and 
it would wear you out in a hurry,” said 
Richard Jackson, who was racing at the 
head of the Senior class. “I just concen- 
trated on keeping it moving. You didn’t 
want to stall the engine in a lot of that 
stuff. It's amazing how many guys 
you'd go by with flat tires that had 
stalled and fallen over, and couldn’t get 
going again.” i 

Baumann saw the number-three spot 
slip away thanks to a particularly tricky 
section of the loop. 

“I was having a hard time following 
the ribbon, so I was trying to be really 
conservative,” Baumann explained. 
“There were some ledges I needed to 
leap over in some really rocky cross 
grain and I didn’t have the speed, so I 
ended up going down in one of them 
and got stuck in a ravine. I rode down it 
one way and couldn’t get out, so I had 
to ride back up it the other way. About 
five people passed me there and that 
kind of took the wind out of my sails.” 

Destry Abbott, who had battled back 
to eighth overall after seizing his KX250 
early in race, was also losing time. 

“Once it cooled off, I got going again 
and I caught up, but in the second loop, 
in the tight stuff when I needed the 
midrange, there was nothing there,” 
said Abbott, who compounded his prob- 
lems by bending the chain guard. “I got 
up into fourth but then the chain 
popped off, and after that it just 
wouldn’t even run. I had the first three 
gears and that was it, so everybody 
passed me.” 

Davis had stretched his lead to five 
minutes by the time he reached the 





halfway point in loop 
two. Krause was 
enjoying a trouble- 
free run in second, 
ahead of Ondas who 
had a firm hold on 
third, and Book, Capt 
and Hengeveld were 
locked in a three-way 
battle for fourth. 

Pearson was com- 
ing on strong from 
back in 14th and was 
steadily leap-frogging 
his way towards the 
front of the pack, and 
John Rudder and 
Craig Smith were fol- 
lowing suit. 

“I ended up on the 
ATV course in the 
first loop. They had a 
separate trail that 
went around a gnarly 
section and I lost a 
couple of places right 
there,“ said Smith. 
“The second loop was 

: kind of nasty, which 
was cool. It let me make up some time.” 

But nobody could make up time on 
Davis. The National Enduro Champion 
made short work of the second loop and 
dashed home to capture the final win in 
the Hare and Hound series by just 
under seven minutes. 

“That was a great course - especially 
the second loop, which was tight,” said 
Davis, as officials from the 100’s M.C. 
handed him the winner’s trophy on the 
finish line. “There was a little bit of 
everything out there, which made it 
interesting, and they did an awesome 
job of marking it. They had a lot of 
arrows, which helped so much when 
you're going across the flats, and you 
could follow the course even when the 
wind was blowing the ribbon back into 
the bushes where you couldn't see it.” 

Davis was pleased with finishing 
third overall in the Hare and Hound 
series. 

“Yve only done three of the races this 
year - I missed some to do the enduros, 
so it’s pretty good,” said Davis. “This is 
only my second race in Lucerne this 
year. I kind of forgot about the speeds. 
It’s so fast out here.” 

Paul Krause, who sat out most of the 
series due to injuries, reported a trouble- 
free ride on his way to second overall. 

“No problems at all,” said Krause. “It 
was a good race course and a lot of fun. 
It was just good to ride a national and 
finish second after missing so many.” 

Dave Ondas finished almost two 
minutes behind Krause to claim third 
overall and made it three-for-three for 
Kawasaki's Team Green. 

“I stayed about the same distance 
behind Krause the whole second loop,” 
said Ondas. “I’m glad he was there 
because it made me go a little faster. I 
could key off him. The second loop was 
awesome - all virgin rocks and trails.” 





Capt dodged around Book just before 


_ the finish to take fourth overall as well 


as a wire-to-wire win in the Four-Stroke 
division. The XR600R pilot’s nearest 
competition came from Kawasaki's Bill 
Fulmer in 17th overall. 

“No problems - good start, the 
Honda ran great, and just a clean ride 
the whole way,” said Capt. “We were all 
really close, going back and forth the 
whole second loop.” 

The racers who had dogged Capt for 
40 miles finished hard on his heels. Book 
took fifth by a bike length from 
Hengeveld, to grab the 250cc class hon- 
ors, and Baumann crossed the line sec- 
onds behind to take the Vet Class win. 

“That was close. Capt passed me 
back right before the end,” said Book. 
“Everybody was riding really well. I 
had a few problems - fell over a couple 
of times, but nothing big.” 

Hengeveld told a similar story. 

“IL had a couple of little things go 
wrong. I bobbled on the first loop and 
Book passed me, and then I slid out and 
he pulled away,” he said. “But I caught 
back up to him right at the end. We 
were so close.” 

Baumann was followed home by 
Nick Pearson, who rocketed up through 
the ranks after escaping the thick dust of 
a two-kick start, and Brian Brown of 
Nampa, Idaho brought his KX250 home 
in ninth. 

“It was good until I wrecked in the 
rocks at the start of the second loop and 
Pearson got around me,” said Brown. 
“I'm really just here to practice for next 
year’s series.” 

Braasch topped the 125cc racers in 
10th overall, just ahead of John Rudder, 
who turned a seven-kick start into sec- 
ond in the Vet division, and Craig 
Smith. One place back in 13th overall, 
Destry Abbott was looking forward to 
trading his ailing Kawasaki for the 
brand new KTM he will be campaigning 
in the 1996 Hare & Hound series. 
Richard Jackson topped the Over 40 rac- 
ers in 29th overall and Al Hull, who put 
in a fast-paced run on his Yamaha, had 


the last word in the Super Senior divi-- 


sion. 

“That was a really good course,” said 
Hull. “It didn’t have any rough stuff at 
all. I kept waiting for it to get worse, but 
it never did. I thought it was fun.” €N

Brown wins the 
battle, DeHoop the 
war

BLOUNTVILLE, TN, OCT. 21-22. 
onda of Troy scored with a one- 
two punch in the final round of 
the AMA/H.O.T./Dirt Shirts Fall 
Classic Series at Muddy Creek Raceway 
with teammates Todd DeHoop and 
Mike Brown. 

DeHoop cruised to the Fall Classic 
Series championship for 1995, while 
homegrown talent Brown dominated all 
Pro motos in both 125cc A and 250cc A 
classes during the eighth annual Honda 
Top Gun Showdown and pocketed a 
quick $1400. 

On the first 250cc A start, DeHoop 
appeared to have the holeshot over 
Brown. But halfway around turn one 
DeHoop went too wide, got into loose 
dirt, and collected fellow Red Rider Joe 
Oehlhof on the way down. That left 
Brown and Jim Neese in the front. 

“Four people ran over me and my 
right index finger got mashed,” explained 
DeHoop. “Then it swelled up quite a bit 
and made it difficult for me to hang on, so 
I didn’t finish as well as I'd have liked.” 

DeHoop recovered to finish 14th while 
Brown’s first-moto holeshot and effortless 
win made scores of watchers shake their 
heads in disbelief. By lap four of the 25- 
minute-plus-two-laps moto, Brown was a 
full two straightaways ahead of Neese. 

With Brown in the next ZIP code, the 
battle was among Neese, Team Green 
riders Brock Sellards and Robbie Hor- 
ton, and KTM-mounted Ty Wallace. 
Horton came blasting up from a 10th- 
place start and sacked Sellards halfway 
through lap six to take over third spot, 
when his chain snapped, leaving him 
motionless while the field roared past. 

Neese looked strong in the runner-up 
position until early in the last lap, when 
he was forced to retire with a broken 
front fork.

The Honda’s exit left the door open 
for Sellards to step through into second, 
and Sellards finished there, holding off 
Wallace and Nathan Ramsey. 

On the second 250cc A moto start, 
Brown got caught in a first-turn pileup 
and recovered second from last. That left 
Neese, KTM pilot Lance Smail and 
DeHoop in front. But within three laps, 
Brown had zoomed to third. Two laps 
later he had regained the lead, and that 
was that. The racing order remained 
Brown-Neese-Smail-DeHoop until the 
last lap, when Smail saw an opening and 
displaced Neese for second. DeHoop 
also found daylight and sacked Neese, 
but overshot the very next turn and gave 
back third. DeHoop would wind up 
fourth for ninth overall, which was more 
than enough to lock up the title.

Formula TT racing is based on a standard 
flat track set up to include flat-track tires, up- 
style handlebars and no streamlining. Despite 
these non-non-road racing features, lap times 
were considered by PIR road race locals to be 
very competitive as Stanley was clocked at 1 
minute, 24.37 seconds.

Rusty Holland gave it his all during round three 
of the GFI Fall series at Glen Helen Cycle Park 
and came away with 125cc Pro-class victory as 
well as a close second to Jeff Matiasevich in the 
250cc Pro class.

Johnson mows down 
Moriarty Motocross

A wonderfully determined Isaiah Johnson 
dogged the only two riders as fast as he is and 
then methodically block-passed each one for a 
stunning victory in the second Open A moto at 
Moriarty Motocross. 

First, the 16-year-old Johnson set up and 
passed longtime rival and Suzuki rider Ryan 
Clark, 17, to move into second place in the moto 
during the last race day of the season at the 
track. Then Johnson hounded Travis Hodges, 23, 
and blocked him in a right-hand sweeper. 
Immediately, Jo! n burst to a 10-yard lead. 
He and Hodges, who finished in the top 10 dur- 
ing two 125cc National Supercross races this 
year, ride Kawasakis. Hodges was aboard a 1996 
model; Johnson, a 1995. 

Johnson realized he would have to surprise 
Clark and Hodges if he was to beat them. 

“You have to be aggressive. Sometimes it 
involves contact and sometimes you fall down,” 
Johnson said. “Usually they shut off if they see 
you coming up on the inside. If they don’t, you 
collide.” 

Johnson’s second-moto win gave him a 1-1 
day to earn the overall Open A victory. In the 
first moto, a risky midair, triple-jump pass of 
Clark three turns before the finish on the last 
three hills of the so-called “Ten Command- 
ments” had given him the win. 

In the 250cc class, Clark won the first moto 
and Johnson the second. The overall went to 
Johnson. 

Clark won in the 125cc class, grabbing the 
holeshot in the first moto and in the second 
moto taking the lead from Yamaha rider Keith 
Johnson on the first lap.

Leivan's win at this event takes the battle for 
BJEC year-end overall honors to the last event, 
provided by the Tulsa Trail Riders, and puts the 
pressure on Steve Travis and his Honda CR-250 
to hold him off.

Froman flies at 
Buckhorn Enduro

REDDING, CA, OCT. 15 

Perennial front-runner Dave Froman rode to his 
first overall AMA District 36 Enduro win at the 
Buckhorn Enduro, held adjacent to Lake Shasta. 

Froman, riding on the second row with only 
one rider in front of him, wasted little time in 
exploiting this advantage as he dropped only 
3.182 points at the second check compared to the 
four points recorded by Jon King, Dave Wood, 
and Duke Lambert. Lurking back on row 15, 
however, was multi-time U.S. ISDE Junior Team 
member Patrick Garrahan, who dropped only 
2.137 and took firm control of the lead. 

All the front runners had problems getting to 
check three and most dropped another point, 
except Garrahan, who zeroed the check and put 
himself another point up on his pursuers. Garra- 
han was beginning to have mileage problems, 
however, resulting in his joining Lambert in 
burning check four to move back into a tie with 
Froman. 

Easy zeroes at checks five and six failed to 
further separate the field, setting up a show- 
down at the final two checks - a showdown that 
would take place without Garrahan, as a broken 
chain guide slowed his efforts. King and Lam- 
bert were the only riders to drop just three at 
check seven. Froman's four points tied him with 
King, but his 3.186 at check eight was sufficient 
to hang on to the tie-breaker lead over King’s 
3.161. Lambert clocked in a 3.170, followed by 
the 3.201 of Wood. When the scores were tallied, 
Froman had his first overall victory, his 11.368 
topping King’s 11.384, and Wood's 12.466 beat- 
ing Lambert's total of 13.419. Special mention 
goes to Jason Edie, who rode steadily to finish 
fifth overall - unspectacular, except that he rode 
a stone-stock, street-legal DR350s with electric 
start to his final score of 14.507.

He wasn’t going anywhere. There was 

one definite that came out of that first

The clutch thing I could live with. I 
know that I need to use the clutch more, 
but-I still fight with the notion of using 
the clutch like a hand exerciser in every 
corner. 

Psychologists often tell us that most of 
our problems stem from how we were 
raised; that our problems in adulthood 
are often just by-products of our child- 
hood. I guess it's no different when you 
discuss riding a motorcycle. When I first 
learned how to ride, clutches were actual- 
ly used for gear shifts - and little else.

I 
was being chastised for nearly every- 
thing. It didn’t take long for me to realize 
that I really didn’t know how to ride a 
motorcycle. My legs weren’t straight 
enough.

Our teaching session soon moved to a 
big tabletop jump. 

And it didn’t take long for me to again 
take my place in the corner - dunce hel- 
met firmly in place. We did the jump 
once, we did the jump twice. Bailey told 
us we were too far back on the motorcy- 
cle. He told us our legs weren't straight 
enough. He wanted our helmets out over 
the front of the motorcycle. It all made 
sense when he showed us how it worked. 
The body needs to be out over the han- 
dlebars. We could fix any problem from 
right there, with just small corrections in 
body positioning. 

We did the jump three times. Every- 
one else had learned. I guess I hadn’t. 

“You are having the most trouble 
doing this correctly,” Bailey said at 
nobody but me. 

He was right, again. But I needed a tie- 
down strap going from my face mask to 
the crossbar to keep me as forward on the 
motorcycle as he wanted me to be. 

Again, I’m blaming this on my child- 
hood. If I’d ridden my Yamaha Mini 
Enduro this far forward, I’d have never 
seen junior high. I know that landing on 
the front wheel these days is no big deal. 
In fact, there are many times when you 
want to land on the front wheel. When I 
was young, if you landed on the front 
wheel one thing usually happened. You 
lost your front teeth. That was back when 
long travel was the drive between home 
in San Diego and Disneyland in Los 
Angeles. 

By now it was getting close to lunch 
time. I figured that the jumping lesson 
was Bailey's last hurrah for the day. I was 
going to be off the hook. I could “just go
